Shells Whistle Above Heads of Pas- 
sengersfor Half an Hour After Tor- 
pedo Misses by Bare Thirty Feet 


Terrified Passengers Stand With Life Belts on During 
Exciting Chase—Declare No Warning of the At- 
tack Wa s Griven, 


Xew York. July 17.—Tlip British ])as- 
senger liner Orchina with 227 pasx^n.L'.-rs 
aboard, twenty-oiic of whom were Anicr- 
icans, Avas attacked Wednesday 
morn- 
ing h»- a (iernian submarine at (5 o'clock 
eLxtef^i miles fiut of JJverpool on her 
way to New York. 


A torpedo was fired at the steiimer 
and missed it by ten yards. 
Twenty 
minutes later a submarine eanie to the 
surface, possibly a diiFerent submarine 
than the one tliat launched tlie torpedo 
and for half an liour thereafter piusued 
the steamer firinp shells which whistled 
over the decks above the heads of i)as- 
pencers staiidinu there witli tli<'ir life- 
belts on. 


Ten minuies bef<ire the attack a ¿ail- 
ing ship with two American Ihijis paint- 
ed on her side was >ec7i ahead. 
('a;)tain 
Taylor became suspicious of tliis craft 
End began maneuvering his >hip. 


Came Without Warning. 


Then came the attack, the tirst warn- 
ing of vvhicli was the stn-ak of a tor- 
pedo which whirled througli the water 
•nd missed the Orduna's stern by ten 
^ards or thereabouts. 


Few paasenger.s w ere f)n the deck M'hen 
the 
attack 
occurred. 
P.aron 
Rosen- 
V a n t z , of Denmark, one of the passen- 
gers, reached the deck as tlie 
Orduna 
^'as fleeing from her assailant and wit- 
nessed the attack. 


The submarine chased the steamer, it 
was said, for a considerable time and 
lually abaiuloned j)ursu''t. 


Stewards Arouse Passengers. 


Stewards ran below and aroused Ihe 
passengers. 
\Yith 
clothes 
hurriedly 
fastened haphazard they made for the 
upper deck. There they were assembled 
rear the bridge. Life-belts were adjust- 
ed and lifeboats were swiuig out. Tiie 
crew stood ready to launcli the boats. 


From a submarine off her starboard 
quarter 
tliere 
came 
a 
shell 
which 
kicked up a miniature g(;yser in the Or- 


duna's wake. 
The submarine had the 
lange. 


Captain Taylor turned the stern of 
tiie ship toward the assailant and or-

full speed ahead.

sembled {)assengers, was fired. 


Seemed to Clip Lifeboat. 


As it oversliot th" mark its landiog 
place was marked by a rising column of 
water. 
A third shell passed 
overhead 
and so close that it seemed to clip a 
lifeboat. 


C^i[)tain Taylor ordered the passengers 
to go to a lower«'deck. 


Tliey obeyed and the lifeboats were 
adjusted lower still so that the passen- 
gers mifzht step into them without de- 
lay. 
The slielling continued, shots fall- 
ing about the steamer a t intervals of 
from two to five minutes. 


For aboni half an hour the submarine 
pursued tlie liner with tlu- span of water 
between fliem lenjrthening each minute. 


Seven Shots Were Fired. 


Seven shots were iircd in all. Four of 
them passed over the decks. The other 
three fell close to the ship. 
Then the 
suljmarine, distanced 
uj) the chase.

WILL ATTEND CAMP-BIEETING. 


Bridgeport, Conn., 
July 
17.—Simon 
Lake, the inventor and builder of sub- 
marines for the United States govern- 
ment, was gratified today by the suc- 
cess of the experiments 
testing 
the 
new submarine G-3, which demonstrat- 
ed that the new boat can cross the At- 
lantic ocean and return without stop- 
ping, having a cruising radius of 6,000 
miles. 


"It is perfectly practicable for the 
G-3, with its new engines to cross thti 
ocean, do what she went to do and 
come back 
without depending on any 
base of supplies," said Mr. I^ke. "It 
is merel-<- a question of the economy oi 
fuel."' 


The G-3 was built by the Lake Tor- 
pedo Boat company of this city. Her 
e.xtensive cruising radius, is due to the 
efficiency of a new Swiss engine which 
drives the boat 
both on the surface 
and under sea replacing both the gas- 
oline engines heretofore used to drive 
submarine 
craft on the surface, and 
the electric motor used for under-sea 
travel. 


In a series of tests 
consisting of 
trips up and down the length of lx)ng 
Island Sound the new boat showed ii 
speed of 14.7 knots on the surface and 
10.7 knots submerged. She cost $450,- 
000. 


The G-3 is only 160 feet long, but 
seven new Lake submarines which are 
being con.structed for the United States 
navy will be 350 feet long and possess 
a much greater radius of activity than 
the G-3. 
They will U.SG the new en- 
gine and Mr. Lake said today that they 
would be the equal of any in th.e (Jer- 
man navy. 
"When the new boats are 
finished in about a year and a half," 
Mr. Lake said, "they will be a match 
for an}' submarine in the world. They 
will cost $535,000 apiece and will be 
equipped with si.x torpedo tubes each." 


The United States government holds 
the specifications for the new engine, 
which burns heavy 
oil, and American 
firms will be able to manufacture them.

Marketing for Circus. 


All «f the cooking for this enormous 
enterprise is done 
by steam 
and 
in 
ranges built in a wagon weighing six 
tons and dra^vn by eight horses. 
As a 
mere detail of the marketing the circus 
consumes daily 4,500 poimds of 
fresh 
beef, SfX) dozen eggs, 
800 
pounds 
of 
bread,' l.îO pounds of butter, 150 pounds 
of coffee, 500 pounds of sugar and other 
items equally as large. 
The first order 
to the cooks in the morning is for 5.200 
griddle cakes and yet, as large a num- 
ber as this may seem, it is only four 
apiece. 
For the stock and animal de- 
partment there are used daily 10 tons 
of hay, 5 tons of straw. 300 bushels of 
oats, while no 
well-behaved 
elephant 
would think of starting his day's labor 
without his morning cereal—a bale of 
hay. 
Most of all these purchases are 
made from local merchants. 


The circus travels on its own trains 
8nd only requires 
enclines 
and 
crows 
from the railroads. 
The show also car- 
ries its own blacksmiths, 
horseshoors, 
wagon and harncssmakers, tent makers, 
rope splicers and a corps of decorators 
are kept on liand continually touching 
up the gilded and 
brilliantly 
painted 
tableau wagons and cages. 
Two men 
are cmploj^cd eight hours a day doing 
nothing else but greasing axles. 
In the 
wardrobe department presided over by 
Mrs. George Hartzell, known as 
"the 
little mother fo the circus," nearly 6,000 
costumes have to be handled daily and 
kept in repair. 
Five dressmakers and 
six tailors, besides armorers, are in this 
department. 
The circus has its own 
physician who carries with him a com- 
plete surgical and medical outfit. There 
is also a barber shop and, incidentally, 
no driver or man appearing before the 
public is allowed to 
leave 
the 
show 
grounds until he is shaved. 
This also 
suggests another rule strictly enforced 
by the Ringling Brothers, which abso- 
lutely forbids the use of whips by any 
of their drivers. 


Costs $8,000 a Day. 


It costs $8,000 a day to run this cir- 
cus and it represents an investment of 
nearly $4,000,000. 
The show maintains 
winter quarters and shops at Baraboo, 
Wis., and Stoke-onTrent England. 
The 
firm is now planning an expedition of 
its own to trap animals in the jungles 
of India and the wilds of the Egyptian 
Soudan. 
In every part of the world its 
agents are on the alert to secure novel- 
ties.

WILL N£B£ MOVED 


Order Issued by Postofiice 
Department Has Been 
Rescinded. 


According to word from Washington, 
D. C., the plan to move the postollice at 
Huntertown from the buaiiiess 
section 
to the residence 
of the 
postmistress, 
Mrs. Myra Warcup, 
has 
been aban- 
doned. 


When it became known that the gov- 
ernment was contemplating moving thti 
postofiice the citizens immediately pro- 
tested. 
Congressman Cyrus Cline was 
appealed to and he immediately 
took 
.the matter up with the postofiice offi- 
cials at ^Vashington. 
A remonstrance 
also was circulated and after practically 
every patron of the postoilice had at- 
tached their signature thereto, it was 
sent to Washington. 
In view of the op- 
position to the moving of the office the 
department, it is undei&iootJ, has re- 
scinded its former order and the post: 
office will remain where it is now lo- 
cated. 


The reason for the contemplated :ic- 
tion on the part of the postofiice de- 
partment was 
due to a 
demand for 
more money made by Isaac Hippenham- 
mer, who carries the mail from the do- 
pot to the postofiice. 
He now receives 
$19 a month for this service and he felt 
that it was not enough. 
Under the c'on- 
tract which the railroad coiiipanies have 
with the postofiice department, when a 
postofiice is located more than eighty 
rods from the 
depot 
the government 
must pay for hauling the mail back and 
forth, but when it is located less than 
eighty rods from the depot the railroad 
companies have to pay. 
So when Hip- 
penhammer demanded more money the 
department wrote to Mrs. Warcup, tiie 
postmistress, asking if there was a suit- 
able room within eighty rods of 
tiie 
depot in which to move the postofiice. 
She answered that she could use one 
of the rooms of her home for the pur- 
pose. 
It was then that the citizens pro- 
tested, which has resulted in the cou- 
templated move being abandoned.

meantime 
Hippr.nbammer's 
salary 
remains at $19 a month.

A Novel School 
Experiment 


Something much out of the ordinary and decidedly interesting 
in an educational way, is to be found in a report of the system of 
home industrial work which has been given a trial in the district 
schools of Kosciusko county during the past year. Briefly, the plan 
;was to give pupils credit for work done at home as well as for that in 
the schoolroom, and the new system was operated in connection with 
courses in agriculture, manual training and domestic science. 


The scheme devised by Superintendent E. B. Sarber, provides 
for the parents to keep a record of aU work done by pupils at home. 
iThey have special blanks on which to make their reports. 
The 
fichedule for home work is as follows: Building fire in morning, 5 
minutes; milking cow, 10 minutes; cleaning bam, 10 minutes; carry- 
ing wood or coal, 10 minutes; turning cream separator, 10 minués; 
cleaning horse, 10 minutes; gathering eggs, 10 minutes; feeding 
chickens, pigs, horses, cows, each 5 minutes; filling lamp, 5 minutes; 
churning, 15 minutes; blacking stove, 10 minutes; working butter, 15 
minutes; making and baking bread, 1 hour; preparing breakfast for 
iamilr, 30 minutes; preparing school lunch, 15 minutes; preparing 
supper for family, 30 minutes; washing and wiping dishes, 15 min- 
utes, sleeping and dusting, 10 minutes; scrubbing floor, 20 minutes; 
making bed, 5 minutes; wa-shing clothing worn to school, 2 hours; 
practicing music lesson, 15 minutes; home reading, 15 minutes; pre- 
paring Sunday school lesson, 1 hour; bathing, 30 minutes; arriving 
at school with clean hands and face, teeth, nails, and hair combed, 10 
minutes; posting record neatly, 5 minutes; retiring before 9 o'clock, 
5 minutes; sleeping with window boards in bedroom, 5 minutes. 


Turning to results, it is asserted that' with about one thousand 
boys and girls enrolled, the plan has proven so successful that there 
is a universal demand for its continuance. 
Children have uncon- 
sciously developed the habit of being useful at home and their ef- 
ficiency has been tremendously increased by the cultivation of in- 
dustry stimulated by the desire to obtain the school credits. And 
tliat, after all, is the real test of the thing. There can be no objec- 
tion to the sugar-coating so long as it develops results so fine as those 
}n Kosciusko county appear to have been.

It does not appear that the people 
who are traveling are favorably impress- 
ed with the new regulations of the rail- 
roads with reference to baggage.

was designed to protect the interests of 
the people. 
Whether there is enough 
protection to compensate for the incon- 
venience suffered by the "traveling pub- 
lic is a question of some importance. 
Senator Cummins, who disclaims 
re- 
sponsibility for the amendment that has 
caused the trouble, felt that thç rail- 
roads ought to be prohibited from lim- 
iting their liability for baggage. As it 
is now impossible to limit liability, the 
railroads very properly insist on know- 
ing the value of every piece of baggage 
that is checked, and for which they 
will have to pay if lost. 
Hence the re- 
quirement 
of 
statements 
from 
the 
owner. 


^A^lether there was any considerable 
demand for this legislation we do not 
know. Travelers and railroads seemed to 
be getting along fairly well, though of 
course, there may 
have 
been 
some 
grievances. 
There was also the ques- 
tion as to whether the railroads could, 
as a matter of fact, simply, by one of 
their own rules, limit liability to the 
extent of exempting them from pay- 
ment for actual loss. 
But it was de- 
cided that a statute was 
necessary. 
Perhaps after the law has been in oper- 
ation for"a time there will be less de- 
lay and confusion. 
And it 
may 
be 
found tJiat it serves a useful purpose. 


But just now it does not seem to bo 
popular. 
The fortunate folk who are 
on their way to seashore or mountains, 
with wagon loads of trunks, 
would 
rather—it 
is 
believed—take

subjected to the delays and inconveni- 
ences of the new.

SCHOOL HOME WORK. 


(Washington Star.) 


It has been suggested that the school 
board may entertain the idea of length- 
ening the hours of v.ork in school in 
order to eliminate all home work by 
the pupil. In this connection tlie work 
done by the children at home has been 
styled the bane of both pupils and par- 
ents. Tn truth, it should not be so con- 
sidered, although there may be good 
reasons for abandoning it through 
a 
lengthening of the school hours. 
If 
parents took a keener interest in the 
welfare of the children than it is +0 
be feared they do take in many cases, 
they would find the lionie work hour 
enjoyable, and in no sense a trouble. 


The old-fashioned family circle sit- 
ting after dinner around the center ta- 
ble, the father reading the paper, moth- 
er reading or sewing, and the children 
working at their lessons for the next 
day, has in great degree passetl. 
Chil- 
dren nowadays, regard the lessons prep- 
aration as a burden, to be thrust aside 
if possible, or borne quickly in order 
to gain time for some form of enter- 
tainment. 
Parents are interested 
in 
their own amusements, and are willing 
in too many eases that the children 
should play outdoors in order to be less 
of a nuisance with their questions. 


Recently, through the formation of 
home and school associations, there has 
been a revival of parental co-operation 
in the school work, and perhaps a gi-eat- 
er interest is being taken by the home 
folk in the lessons of the youngsters. 
Many an adult might profitably devote 
half an hour or so every evening with 
the boys and girls in their arithmetic, 
geography, history and even their spell- 
ing. 


The best results, of course, come from 
individual work by 
the 
pupils, 
but 
parental helps are often needed and are 
valuable. 
If the home folks will take 
an interest in the evening lessons they 
are helpful to the pupil, but if the home 
work is considered by parents as well 
as children as a nuisance, it is of slight 
value, and might just as well be replac- 
ed by extra work at school in the course 
of an added hour.

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Johnny Appleseed, Who Made Fruit to Flourish in Wilderness, 
Now Candidate for Belated Memorial Honors in Ohio and Indiana 


Eccentric New Englander 
Who in Early Part of 
Last Century, Journeyed 
Into West to Plant Apple- 
seeds, Sleeps in Isolated 
Grraveyard North of Port 
Wayne—He Planted Nur- 
series Along Streams of 
Indiana and Ohio.

Indiana is to join with Ohio in do- 
ins belat-ed honor to one of the most 
upeful human oddities that ever t»"od 
the virgin soil of the middle west. 
His 
name was John Chapman, but he was 
best known to the early settlers of In- 
diana and Ohio as .Tohnny Applpseed, a 
friendly sobriquet applied to conform 
with his novel avocation of planting ap- 
pleseedg along the rivers of 
the 
two 
etates. 
Chapman is credited with hav- 
ing been the father of apple culture in 
the western country, and the traditions 
and religious sentiments woven into the 
story of his life make him one of the 
most intere-sting figures in history. 


From the best available information 
it is believed that Chapman was born 
at Springfield, Mass.. in 1775. The oth- 
er terminal of his life is marked as 
Fort Wayne, for there is every reason 
to believe that .Tohnny Appleseed sleeps 
in an unmarked grave in the old Archer 
burying ground at the northwestern bor- 
der of that city. 
The story is that he 
died at the home of William Worth, a 
friendly farmer, on March 11. 1847, and 
was tenderly laid away in 
thp 
little 
country graveyard by men and women 
who had learned to apprcoiate his hvi- 
man value. 
It is for tlip purpose of 
honoring this quaint 
figure 
Hint 
tho 
suggestion has be^n made to form an 
interstate . memorial 
association 
nnd 
erect a monument to 
him 
in 
Fnrt 
Wayne, 
It would be a lost effort 1o 
place it in the Archer burying ground, 
the advoc.Ttes say, and they aro urging 
that the memorial bp ereotpd in 
Fort 
Wayne that it may bo seen. The ceme- 
tery is in an nntravplod spot. 


Chapman and His Love Afiair. 


There are niiiny intfresting 
stories 
told of (•ha]mian. stories that have been 
handed do" n from father to child and 
now form a part of the horticultural 
history of tlir I'nitcd States. 
But lit- 
tle is known of Chapman's early life, 
although thf're is h legend that disap- 
pointment in lovo rirove him into the 
wildeines.-. 
Hp i.- f.aid to havp loved 
maiden in the old Bay state and. failing 
in his suit, dp-^idcd to spend thp rest 
of his days in useful wandering. 


The fijst known 
of Chapman's en- 
trance into thr> west runs 
back 
to 
about ISno. 
He had bpen enough of a 
real boy to spend much time in the 
woods aJid was locally famous in Masioi- 
chufeptts. according to stories told by 
his half-sister, Persis H"r»om. as a bird 
mimif. 
He also displayed keen intcrpst 
in the flowers that grew in the wilder- 
Jipsp. 
Added to these qualitiep was a 
strong religious spirit. 
He. in the ma- 
hirev years of liis life, hecame a fol- 
iower of Emanuel Swedenhorg and lived 
ind preached his creed. When Chapman 
ramc into the west he brought-vvith him

The question of how 
many journeys h«" made is imimportant 
compared with his af-hjevprnpnts when 
he really brought the seeds and planted 
them. 


Early settlers of the vicinity of Steu- 
benvillp, O., havp passed down to future 
generations the story that they one dav 
saw a iieculiar looking fiirurc 
cornine 
down the Ohio river, a Jone passenger 
in two canops lashed together. 
The ca- 
noes contained sacks that 
the people 
on shore thought to be mprchandise. Trie 
jnariner was .Tohn niapmnn. afterward 
nicknamed Appleseed John and still lat- 
er Johnny Appleseed. 
Chapman landed 
and explained that hp had come 
to 
¡tla.Tit nurserips. He was a man of angu- 
lar physique and oddly dressed. 
He 
remained in Steuben ville only a little 
while and next was heard from in the 
vicinity of Lagrange, now Brilliant, O. 
He had wandered up a fertile valley and, 
at a point nine miles from iSteubenvillp, 
planted his first orchard. He later mov- 
ed into Richland county. Ohio, and, ap- 
parently. made that his headqTiarters for 
the years that followed, if headquarters 
a wanderer such as he would have. 


He Followed the Streams. 


Chapman followed 
the 
strpams 
in 
seeking locations for his nurseries. 
He 
knew that thp earliest settlers follow- 
ed the waterways and in several in- 
stances was fortunate in 
finding 
de- 
serted clearings 
left by frontiersmen 
who had gone still further into the west 
seeking for land of greater 
fertility. 
Cliapman took advantage of the desert- 
ed clearings and planted his apple seeds 
there. 
After completing a planting he 
built rude fences of brush around the 
spot, then journeyed on to seek anoth- 
ei place for a nursery. 


He was heard from as far west as 
Fort Wayne, then a frontier post, and 
he did effective work in this district, 
for he developed what was the basis for 
the future apple orchards of Indiana. 
Chapman enjoyed full freedom in his 
travels, even the Indians having respect 
for the quaint, barefooted man 
that 
suddenly emerged from the woods or 
from behind rocks along the shore. 
His 
raiment was his unfailing mark of iden- 
tification. He wore a coffee sack for a 
shirt, .and his trousers usually were of 
homespun material that had known long 
use by others. 
It was his religion to 
dress simply, and it is said that he went 
barefooted except in the severest 
of 
winter weather. 
His luggage consisted 
of a cooking kit, chief among which was 
a mush pan that he also used as a pil- 
low and a hat. He is described as hav- 
ing clear blue eyes and a face that re- 
fined 
keen intelligence. He was about 
five feet nine inches in height and with- 
out an ounce of superfluous flesh, the 
reiult of mueh exercise and a hardy life 
in the òpen.

its to liis nurseries were looked forward 
m by the jiioneers. and he was welcome 
n't every liresidc. 
Few knew his real 
name. 
.\t first the nickname of Àpple- 
seed .fohn v as applied, but, after a time, 
if was reversed to Johnny- Appleseed. 
and that was his popular title when he 
died. 


•lohnny Appleseed sold his trees at 
prices that best suited the purchasers. 
If they eould not pay at the time they 
needed the trees he would take their 
notes or accept as collateral old cloth- 
ing or anything they might offer. His 
price for a tree usually 
was 
a "Hp 
penny-bit." 
There 
is reproduced here 
a receipt given by Chapman to John 
Oliver, who had bought 150 trees from 
l.im. The trees were to be taken from 
one of Cliapman's nurseries on the Mo- 
hican river. 
He had several 
nurseries 
on the Maumee river and other smaller 
streams that traversed Ohio and Indi- 
ana. 7n the latter years of his life he 
called his home a cabin near 
Perrys- 
ville, O., but be seldom was there. 


Distributed Bible Leaves. 


\^Tien Chapman visited the cabin of 
a settler Iip was 
received with rever- 
ence. for he was known as a religious 
man. 
it is told of him that he carried 
leaves from the Bible and 
distributed 
them among the different families. 
His 
was. it might be said, a traveling Bibli- 
cal library, for he would exchange the 
leaves of the Bible as he passe<l from 
one hfuise to another. 
He spent even- 
ings with the families in reading and 
prayer, 
usually 
explaining 
passages 
from the Bible according to the philos- 
ophy of Swedenborg. W^en bedtime ar- 
rived Chapman would reach for his cook- 
ing kit and. with that as a pillow, re- 
cline on the floor in front of the fire. 
He refused to sleep in a bed, it mat- 
tered not how insistent or hospitable 
the hosts were. 


.Johnny Appleseed's life in the open 
was one of friendship for every animal 
or insect of the forest. He would not 
kill even for food. There is a story that 
he once built a fire to cook his supper 
and the mosquitoes swarmed around it, 
many of them being burned to death. 
Qiapman extinguished the lire and went 
to sleep supperlesB rather than cause 
injury even to the despised mosquito. 


"God forbid that I should build a fire 
for my comfort which should be the 
means of destroying any of His crea- 
tures," Chapman is quoted as having 
said when the mosquitoes flocked around 
hie fire and met destruction. 


Protects Dumb Beasts. 


On another occasion Chapman 
was 
bitten by a rattlesnake, and, having fa- 
tally wounded the reptile, said with sad 
philosophy: "Poor fellow, he only just 
touched ine when I, in the heat of my 
ungodly passion, put the heel of my 
fecythe in him and went away, 
gome 
time flfti^rward I returoed and there lay 
IJie poor fellow dead." 


It is also told 6f Johnny that he onoo 
built a fire ih a hollow log and in so 
doing smoked out a bear and her young. 
He immediàtely smoth^jred the fire and 
ftlèpt th« rett of the nifM in th« sA^yw 
. Gbanttia wm koewA ék à mut 
h««li 
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er of animal ills. 
He would buy the 
uge-worn and crippled horses of trav- 
elers and settlers, then effect cures that 
would restore the animals to usefulness. 
The <dd nurseryman was a vegetarian, 
living off fruits, nuts and foods that 
were then to be found in the woods. 
His reputation as a doctor was based 
largely on his ability to heal brui.ses 
with a hot iron, followed by the appli- 
cation of root remedies. 


The last journey of Chapman into the 
western wilderness was made in 
the 
middle forties. 
He had an orchard on 
the .St. Joseph river, and, apparently, it 
was not prospering. He came from Ohio 
to doctor the orchard, and while here 
became ill with pneumonia. 
The farm- 
ers living in the vicinity of the orchard 
ministered to him, and he was taken 
to the home of William Worth, a short 
distance northwest of the present city of 
Fort Wayne. 
There, in the throes of 
a fierce fever, Johnny Appleseed passed 
to his reward. 
The neighbors gathered 
at the Worth home and made a crude 
coffin. They then bore his body to the 
Archer burying ground, and laid the 
v.'anderer to rest, his long journey of 
usefulness ended. 
The simple wooden 
marker rôtted away, and Johnny Apple- 
seed's grave was lost to future genera- 
tions. 


Burying Ground oo Knoll. 


Archer burying ground is on a knoll 
overlooking the quiet St. .Toseph river. 
Near it runs a traction line, and the 
station closest at hand is known as 
Stop 3, three miles northwest of Fort 
Wayne. 
Few passengers know that one 
of the real benefactors of the American 
race sleeps in an unmarked grave on 
that little hill. 
There is a tall 
ever- 
green tree on the crest of the 
knoll, 
which serves as the landmark indicat- 
ing the location 
of 
Archer 
burying 
ground. 
The cemetery contams about 
thirty graves, the plot being about 100 
feet square. The weed-grown hill «lopes 
toward the St. Joseph river, and is of 
sandy soil, there is a wire fènce artund 
thé graveyard, and the gate, although 
tumbling down, is made picturesque by 
a beautiful lilac bush that borders it. 


Jacob Rudisell occupiefc the farm that 
formerly belonged to the Arehéra, mhd 
which contains the burying wound Jlr. 
Rudisill is now well along toward the

tcry In which Johnny sleeps m so re- 
mote from the frequented paths of men 
that one farmer living within a half- 
mile of the cemetery did not know of 
its existence. Mr. Rudisell does not vis- 
it the place often, because it is attain- 
able from his home only by way of 
plowed ground. 
The old man tolls of 
an e.vperience he and some of his neich- 
bors had in the cemetery several years 
ago. 


•'\\''e went there to dig a giave for a 
neighbor woman," relates Mx. Rudisell, 
"and chose a spot near the top of the 
knoll. 
When we had gone down about 
live or six feet we came upon the skele- 


ton of a man. People familiar with the 
old burying ground said 
that every 
grave was marked and thpy couldn't 
figure whose bones they were. 
Then 
somebody remembered that .Tohnny Ap- 
pleseed had been buried there. 
We de- 
cided to close the grave and let Johnny, 
if Johnny it was, rest in peace. 
Wo 
dug the grave for the woman in another 
spot. 
But nobody knows definitely just 
where the old fellow was buried, al- 
though 1 have heard people say it was 
about the spot in which wp found the 
tikeleton. 
1 have heard people tell of 
Johnny Appleseed, but there was al- 
ways a lot of mystery about him." 


John Archer, a grandson 
of 
David 
Archer, who platted the old cemetery, 
still lives in Fort Wayne, but, like ^Ir. 
Rudisell, he has only the stories that 
have been passed down from preceding 
generations. 


Chapman and hia good works 
have 
not gone altogether unhonored. 
M. M. 
Bushnell, a public spirited man of Mans- 
field, O., recently gave money for the 
erection of a monument to Johnny Ap- 
j>lesfced at that place. 
Chapman made 
Richland county, of w^hich Mansfield is 
the county seat, the base of his opera- 
tions for many years and, naturally 
enough, 
Mansfield 
felt 
patriotically 
Ijoimd to honor him. And Mansfield did 
it with credit. 


Chapman Memorial Association. 


Out of the Mansfield event grew the 
organization of a society' in Ohio called 
the" John Chapman Memorial association, 
which has been incorporated imder the 
laws of that state. The purpose of the 
association is to mark Chapman's grave 


or some spot near his 
resting 
place. 
Ohio's move has given inspiration to In- 
diana and it is probable that, at the 
next celebration of "Apple day" in this 
state, which will be in October, a me- 
morial association vvill be formed undel 
the direction of the Indiana Horticul- 
tural society. 


E. R. Smith, one of the stalwarts in 
the apple growing industry in Indiana, 
is an enthusiastic advocate of the plan 
to honor Johnny Appleseed. 
He thinks 
a monument should be erected at Fort 
Wayne. 
\ 


"He did a great work for humanityi 
and I believe that Indiana and Ohio 
owe him a debt of gratitude that can 
now be expressed only 
in sentiments 
chiseled in marble," says Mr. 
Smith. 
"Unquestionably .lohnny Appleseed de- 
serves to be remembered and, inasmuch 
as the people of his time did not fully 
appreciate his human worth, we 
who 
have followed most closely after him 
should remedy the neglect. 
If we letl 
the opnortunity pass it will not be many 
years until the name of Johnny Apple- 
seed, the benefactor of hia race, will be 
forever erased from history. 
This is « 
patriotic duty we owe the future gen- 
erations that may forget him. 
There- 
fore, we must honor him now." 


Eleanor Atkinson, the novelist, 
wht 
ga'ined fame for her beautiful story of 
a dog, "Greyfriars Bobby," recently pub- 
lished a novel ba.=!ed 
on the 
life 
of 
Johnny Appleseed. Another volüme hon- 
oring the eccentric 
planter of apple- 
seeds was published several years agí 
by Newell Dwight Hillis. 
It bore the 
title of "The Quest of John Chapman.'*

Tenn., July 17.—A city of 
inoro than 100.000 peoplo declared bank- 
rupt and put into the hands of a re- 
ceiver! 


That may be the 
unique fate 
oi 
Nasliville, 
for 
following 
astoundinj^ 
revelations of the looting of the city 
treasury. Harry S. Stokes, 87 years old. 
brilliant attorney and unattached politi- 
cally or corporately, has brought suit 
to throw the city into the hands of a 
receiver. 


Jf the young lawyer succeeds in his 
isuit it will mean the demonstration of 
a new form of city government—gov- 
ernment of a big city by a receiver— 
which would be more unique and dar- 
. ing than the Daj'ton plan of a city 
manager. 
, It Avill prove particularly sensational 
and 
surprising 
because 
Nashville 
has 
enjoyed all the latest novelties in mu- 
nicipal management, such as commission 
poverninent. the recall, city audits and 
piibli -alion of financial statements. 


Thi^'se latest improvements in munici- 
¡•al machinery were supposed to have 
ended 
forever the careers of 
old-time 
city burglars of the Tweed type, btit 
in i-,|»ite of this the city has been stag- 
gered by the revelations of wholesale 
looting of public funds. 


Following 
these 
revelations 
have

Tlie indictment of City 
Comptroller 
.Miles Burns for the larceny of the city 
upords wliich disappeared last April. 


The indictment 
of 
City 
Treasurer 
( liaj les Myers on a charge of appropri- 
ating .$17.000 of the city's interest on 
(!ail\- iiank balances in the banks. 


'I'he indictment of City Commissioner 
Lyle Andrews for larceny of city money 
to an indefinite amount, and for guilty 
knowledge of the disappearance of the 
city's records. 


II lias also been brought out that As- 
sistant 
City 
Treasurer Johnson 
West 
is somewhere in the orient on a perma- 
nent vacation, with his salary paid in 
advance to October. 


Another sensational 
development 
of 
the scandal is the fact that a safe in 


the city hall was forced and important 
\Guchers destroyed in a room supposed 
t.j be under the e.yes of six detectives. 


As yet the real extent of the "loot" 
is imknown, but the prevailing belief 
is that the peculations from the city 
treasury alone will prove to be more 
than half a million dollars, covering a 
period of eight years. 


Stokes, the daring, jumped into the 
ring as attorney for INfiles Burns, the 
comptroller, who was denounced by his 
fellow officials for the disappearance of 
the city's books. 


Insisting that Burns was slated 
to 
be the "goat" for the others, 
Stokes 
filed a bill to enjoin the dismissal of 
Burns from office, reinstated him in the 
city hall under an armed guard, and 
then, on behalf of Burns, filed a peti- 
tion to have a receiver appointed for 
the city, thus automatically 
removing 
all the officials. 


It is alleged that Comptroller Burns 
has "squealed" to his attorney and that 
he declares the mayor and other officials 
knew about the disappearance of 
the 
records months before their loss was 
publicly admitted. 


The position of Mayor Hilary Howse. 
a picturesque bachelor business man of 
the "self-made" tj-pe, and other city of- 
ficials not yet "involved," is peculiar. 


Howse was a t^'pical boss, who was 
not in favor with the silk stocking ele- 
ment, and is supposed to possess 
the 
"nigged honesty" of the uncut diamond 
variety. 
His friends insist that 
the 
looting was carried on 
without 
his 
knowledge. 


They further insist that the trouble 
is confined to the few peculations of 
the revenue department, but the peo- 
ple of Nashville believe there is some- 
thing far worse. 
They believe that un- 
derlying the actual burglaries of 
the 
citj 's cash bo.\ there is a vast ocean 
of graft on contracts and by 
"police 
protection." 
It will mount up to more 
than $3.000,000 is popular belief. 


Already recall petitions are in circu- 
lation to retire the entire administra- 
tion.

Terre Haute, Ind., July 15.—The state 
board of dental examiners has appealed 
to the appellate court from the decision 
of Eli H. Redman, as judge of the Vigo 
circuit court, in ordering the county 
clerk to issue a dentist's 
license to 
Grant B. Lemon, of this city. It is said 
to be the first case of the kind since the 
law providing for the dental examining 
board went into effect. 


Lemon failed to pass the examination 
and a certificate was refused him. He ap- 
pealed to the Vigo circuit court, of which 
Charles M. Fortune was then judge, and 
the court sustained the state board and 
refused to order the clerk to issue the li- 
cense to Lemon. Two years later, after 
Eli H. Redman became judge, the case 
was reopened, a new trial was granted 
Lemon and the clerk was ordered to is- 
sue a license to him. 


Tho state board contends that Lemon 
is not qualified to practice dentistry, 
and proposed to test the question in the 
higher court.

Berlin Gives Out Figures on Great Arras 
Battle. 


BerUn, July 17.—The Overseas News 
Agency announced today that the (Ger-

Rosenkrantz Describes Attack. 


Baron Rosenkrantz, one of a group 
with the captain on the bridge, described 
the attack in detail.

5:65'o'clock by my watch, the first mis- 
sile, a torpedo, was fired. 


"A few minutes before that, however, 
we saw a small sailing ship just ahead 
of us.

"Captain Taylor 
apparently became 
suspicious of this 
boat.

"Some of those aboard believed that 
the sailing ship was hidinif a submarine 
behind her.

He's Certain Of It. 


Thomas H. Graham, of Liverpool, one 
of the passengers on the deck at the 
time interrupted Baron Rosenkrantz to 
express his firm conriction that such was 
the case. 


"We passed the sailinf* ship at a con 
siderable distance. 
Having: done this, 
most of us forgot her," Baron Rosen- 
krantz continued. 
"A few minutes aft- 
er we had left

behind I looked 
throuijh my glasses over the sea and saw

Did Not Follow Them. 


Baron Mersey finds that Captain Tur- 
ner was fully advised by the British ad- 
miralty as to the best course to follow, 
and added that in some respects he did 
not follow these out. 
The court pointed 
out, however, that 
the 
admiralty in- 
structions were not intended to prevent 
Captain Turner from exercising his in- 
dividual judgment and that his failure 
to follow the admiralty's advice to the 
letter was no reason for blame. 


The

speed from 241/3 to 21 knots still left 
the vessel faster than any other boat 
on the Atlantic,

UPSETS THE THEORY. 


Washington

attack on the Cunarder Orduna upsets 
the theory of some 
officials 
here that 
Germany, while 
not 
yielding in the 
American diplomatic demands that un- 
armed ships be warned of attack in ac- 
cordance with international law, was in 
practice observing that procedure. 
On 
that theory much hope had been built 
for ^he successful effect of the diplo- 
matic -i^-irescntations brought about by 
the Lusitania disaster. 
The view that 
Germany was now conducting her sub- 
marine warfare in accordance with the 
principles for which the United States 
contends, has been so 
confidently en- 
tertained in official quarters that the at- 
tack on the Orduna came as little less 
than a shock. 
Only yesterday Coimt 
von Bcrnstorff, the German ambassador, 
expressed to Secretary Lansing his con- 
fidence that there would not be another 
disaster like the Lusitania's. 


Thompson Will Protest. 


Among 
the 
twenty-one 
Americans 
aboard was Wm. 0. Thompson, of Chi- 
cago, who is counsel for the federal com- 
naifiison on 
industrial relations. 
Mr. 
Thompson saw the attack and upon his 
arrival here said that he would write a 
protest to Washington setting forth tho 
details of the attack as he saw it, 
Mr. 
Thompson was very indignant. 
He said 
that the 
attack 
was 
deliberate 
and 
pointed out that it was upon a west- 
boimd liner, not heavily laden with car- 
go and carrying no ammunition. 
This, 
he said, he expected to embody in his 
protest to the administration at Wash 
ington. 


Turn Glasses on Sailing Ship. 


The passengers, including Baron Ros- 
enkrantz, turned their glasses upon the 
sailing ship and tried to make out her 
name. 
Mr. 
Graham 
said 
that 
he 
thought she was "Normanie." He could 
not see clearly the letters painted on 
her, but was reasonably certain that it 
was the Normanie or a name similar to 
that. 
Maritime records here contain no 
Normanie in the list of sailing vessels. 
A near approach to this name, however, 
is that ofthe American bark Normandy. 


In this connection it was recalled here 
today that the Normandy reached Liv- 
erpool on July 12, three days after the 
Orduna was attacked, at the end of a 
voyage from Gulfport, Miss. 
Upon her 
arrival at Liverpool 
numbers 
of her 
crew said that the Normandy was stop- 
ped by a German submarine sixty miles 
southwest of 
Tuskas 
Rock, 
off the 
southeast coast of Ireland, Friday night, 
July 9, and was forced to act as a 
shield for the submarine, which hid her- 
self from an approaching vessel which 
proved to be the Russian steamer Leo. 


The submarine submerged, according 
to the Normandy's crew and proceeded 
ai'ound 
the Normandy's 
bows. 
Ten

^Fort Wayne Man'Known in 
Politics Comments on 
Primary Law Phase. 


"The 
SentineT's recent editorial 
re- 
ferring to the new primary law's re- 
quirement that candidates be taxed 1 
per cent, of the annual salary or fee 
income^ was evidently w i t t e n 
rather 
in factions than in serious vein." 


This was the preliminaiy remark of 
a local- man well known in. political cir- 
cles to a Sentinel reporter. 
The speak- 
er said he approved of the '.primarv' elec- 
tion la «fr in mo3t of its features, hut 
thought the tax upon candidates unwise 
end gave his reasons. 
He further re- 
marked: 


"Jir. Cleveland, you renuemher. once 
declared that a public office is a public 
iTUst. 
The epigram 
won him 
warm 
praise and addied to the pteople's con- 
fidence in hie intogritv and fitness to 
hold the office orf prendent. 


"It is an absokrtc truth. 
Those who 
geek office are s e e i n g a position of re- 
Bponsibility an^. puhHc service, as well 
as the honors and income. 
Rome sock 
end find w'lo are unfit, no doubt, but 
the public business must be carried on 
by individuals who are given place and 
pov.er, in our coimtry, under the vote 
rr the majority, in accordance with the 
law. 
There is'uio other way, and hence, 
it is fair to say that candidates for 
public office are .really seeking oppor- 
tunity to perform a necessarj-- and use- 
ful public service. 


How It Might Work. 


"The so-called Jones primary law re- 
quires that before a party ticket can 
be filed with the primary election com- 
missioners each man named on the nom- 
inating ticket must bo able to show a 
receipt for the payment of 1 per cent, 
of the first year's salary. 
If the pay- 
ment is not made, the man's name can- 
not lawfully be printed cm the ticket. 
If the party managers should happen 
to fail to find candidates, they could not 
iile a petition to appear on the bal- 
lot, and that particular party 
would 
not figure rri the 
regular 
Xovember 
election. 


"It 
is reported from 
Indianapolis." 
continued the speaker, "that the demo- 
cratic state committee is considering a 


proposition to have this one section of 
the law declared invalid. 
There 
are 
more rejiublicaii counties in the state 
than democratic and the difficulty of 
securing democratic candidates in strong 
republican counties is the .same as the 
re]3ublican county 
committees 
encoun- 
ter in strong democratic counties. 
Men 
will consent to serve as candidates for 
the empty honors when the service in- 
volves no expense—but when such serv- 
ice means a heavy tax, they won't serve. 


By Way " of Illustration. 


"For instance: 
It is well known to 
all in Allen county that the republican 
county committee has had to draft men 
as candidates for county office, except 
in rare campaign years wlicn the demo- 
cratic vote is split. 
It is not once in 
twenty years that a republican 
ticket 
is elected in this county, and it is not 
often that any democratic candidate is 
so obnoxious to his party voters that 
they turn against him in sufficient num- 
bers to defeat him. 
Tlierefore, the re- 
publican chances to win in this county 
are so few and remote that men are in- 
duced 
to 
take 
the nominations 
only 
under a sense of party duty and with 
the understanding that they will not 
be subject to assessment for campaign 
expenses and will not be called on to 
give much of their time to the work 
of the campaign. 
It is easier to fill 
the ticket in presidential election yenrs, 
but in oflF years it requires the hardest 
kind of work. 


"The new law, however, as already 
stated forces the candidate, as a con- 
dition of having his name suhmitte<l 
in the primary election, to pay 1 per 
cent, of the official salary or fee in- 
come for one year of the oiliie. 
If the 
calary of the county trea-suier's oilicc 
is $9,000 a year, each candidate for ilie 
nomination must pay into tlio coiiDty 
treasury $90 before his name will be 
printed on the primary ballot. 
There 
may be several candidates for the nom- 
ination, one or a dozen, and each must 
pay the same. 
In this county where 
the nomination on the democratic side 
has generally been equivalent to elec- 
tion, the democratic candidates for the 
nomination will have a strong motive 
of self-interest to pay this new tax 
upon the hope to draw official salary. 


Each democratic candidate will pay 
the tax, but the republican candidate 
for the nomination who has 
hitherto 
accepted the nomination from a sense 
of party service, must now pay the new- 
tax upon him without expectation of 
official salary; or a fund must be sub- 
scribed to pay it for him.

surance plan for their 8,000 employes, 
about 300 of whom are women. 


Concerns all over the country are rap- 
idly taking to the idea in various forms 
among them the Edison company.

"In addition to the fact that employes 
get a paid-up life insurance in a good 
company absolutely free, there is the 
second and almost equally 
important 
point that about 40 per cent, of 
the 
men are middle aged and could not pass 
the severe physical examination 
they 
would have to if they applied individ- 
ually to the insurance company," says 
J. E. Spencer, the Studebaker official 
who has charge of the new insurance 
plan. 
"In making our contract the in- 
surance company agreed to accept our

This is not 
nearly so severe." 


New employes are investigated before 
given insurance. 
If their home condi-

if they wish they will find themselves 
the gainers by 
rectifying 
conditions. 
When they show an 
improvement in 
their personal affairs, then their life 
is insured without further quibbling. 


If a worker quits or ia discharged the ^ 
policy is automatically 
forfeited, but; 
aside from that he has full control over 
the policy. 
It is his and he can make 
whosoever he wishes his beneficiary ori 
can change it as often as necessary, or j 
as he desires. 


The insurance plan is one of the im- I 
portant new ideas put into effect by 
the new Studebaker administration of 
which Albert R. Erskine has but re- 
cently been made president. 
It is ex- 
pected to help put the "drive" into the 
organization that is so necessary 
in 
modern day manufacturing plants. 


"Worry," declares one Studebaker of- 
ficial, "wears down a man's efilciency 
far quicker than hard work. 
This in- 


surance idea will take the everlasting 
Avorry about the "family's future" from

There will he nothing, there- 
fore, in the hope of election to aid the 
cioniocratic party to fill its ticket in 
Menhen county next year. 
There will, 
nu doubt, be found men willing- to take 
the nominations on the democratic side 
in Steuben county in IfllG, because of 
H sense of party loyalty, but the new 
tax puts a new load on their party loy- 
alty. 


"Tlie same thing will no doubt hap- 
pen on the republican 
side in Allen 
county. 
Just how the republican com- 
mittee of Allen county will raise the 
money to pay the nominating election 
tax upon candidates will be a mighty 
difllcult problem to solve. 
The party 
workers are no doubt already giving 
anxious thought as to how they can 
put up a ticket in 19I(! at all. 
Jt is

Law Suits Court House Rings. 


"Xo better way of playing into the 
hands of court house rings—where there 
are rings—could be devised. The voters 
could vote the major party ticket, or 
not at all. unless they voted the ticket 
of some third, or fourth or fifth party 
wliich will still nominate in the old 
way because they did not cast 10 per 
cciit. of the vote at the precedi'ng elec- 
tion. 


"The esteemed and 
honorable 
Mr. 
Jones, who fathered this new primary 
law tax was of course animated with 
a desire to swat the bosses, but with 
a degree of mental bliintness wonder- 
ful in its completeness played directly 
into their hands.

for court action is that the framers of 
the act left out some of the state of- 
fices, so that the candidates for those 
nominations are exempt. 
The law is 
therefore faulty because not uniform."

Every Trustee in County 
Receives Letter from the 
State Examiner.

All the township trustees in Allen 
county have received a letter from Gil- 
bert H. Hendren, state examiner of the 
state board of accounts, which is of 
interest to every one. 
The state board 
has interpreted the township drainage 
act passed by the 1915 legislature in a 
manner which is clear. 
This had been 
done following the hundreds 
of in- 
quiries that have been made of the of- 
fice. The letter is intended to give uni- 
form meaning of the law throughout 
the state, and is as follows: 


The township drainage act of 1915, 
Acts 1915, page 320, provides that ev- 
ery public drain (or ditch) in the town- 
ship. except dredge ditches, shall 
be 
cleaned at least once in each two years 
in conformity with the original speci- 
fications for such drains or ditches. 
If, 
for any reason, the county surveyor re- 
fuses to do the engineering work neces- 
sary (by setting the grade stakes, etc.) 
in preparing to clean these drains, you 
should obtain the services of some oth- 
er competent engineer. 


Act Names Maximum Salaries. 


The 1915 act provides that enmneers 
maj' be paid not to exceed ten dollars 
($10) a mile for their services. 
This is 
the language of the act, and if you can 
not hire an engineer for that price, it 
seems that it will be necessary for you 
to raise the balance by voluntary con- 
tributions from those who will be bene- 
fited. 
TJie law contemplates that all 
drains shall be divided into stations of 
one hundred (100) feet each, and that 
the contracts should be let by the sta- 
tion rather than by the rod. 


We construe the law that township 
trustees are authorized to pay for the 
temporary engineering work out of the 
township fund, but this preliminary ex- 
pense so paid shall be replaced with 
interest when the trustee shall have 
made and collected assessments (which 
assessments shall include ttie amount 
paid the engineer for such preliminary 
work) provided in said 1915 act for 
cleaning a drain, you should follow the 
provisions of the 1915 act as to the 
assessment« and notice to bidders. The 
township trustee is paid for his serv- 
ices out of the township fund. 
He acts 
as township trustee and is paid his reg- 
ular per diem. 
No provision is made 
authorizing the trustee to hire an as- 
sistant to make assessments. All drains 
in the township "except dredge ditches," 
shall be under the exclusive charge and 
supen'ision of the township trustee. 


Reccnrds Must 9e Kept. 


Section 12 of the .new ditch law, Acts 
1915, page 320, requires you to record 
aRsessments for .biennial 
clearing 
of 
ditches and drains "in a book to be 
kept for that purpose and kmown a« a 
township drainage 'record." 
Forms for 
such a drainage record, notice, contract, 
etc., have been prepared by this depart- 
ment and samples will be sent to all 
township trustees desiring same, upon 
request. ^ 


All township records should be pur- 
chased out of-.the township fund. 


Many townships have a small number 
of public ditches and I have been in- 
formed bv «everol township 
trustees 
that it would be aa easy matter 
to 
have an engineer »et the grade stakes | 
according to the original specifications 
and pay the.engineer's charges for such 
ipreUminiiry y o r k ' by donatioji«^ frojn 
t&bia' hvMi: ^ 
tlMB Meh. 


would clean out his own allotment, or 
hire the same done, and thus achieve 
exactly the same result at about half 
the expense that would be necessary by 
a strict compliance with the acts of 
ini5. 
The law seems to contemplate 
that all ditches shall be cleaned by con- 
tract. However, this department is con- 
cerned with accounting only, and if 
trustees shall make 
.satisfactory 
ar- 
rangements with the several o^Tiers in- 
terested to clean their own drains with- 
out letting the same by contract, such 
action will meet with no objection from 
this department. 


Law Is Ambig:uous. 


The new drainage law is ambiguous 
and imcertain in many ways, and trus- 
tees are writing this department from 
all parts of the state to know how to 
proceed. 
For that reason I am mailing 
you these general 
suggestions. 
The 
courts Avill, in due time, no doubt, con- 
strue the several parts of this law. When 
that is done the trustee should follow 
such rulings. 


There is an exception to the above 
statement, that the trustee has charge 
of all public drains in the township, as 
follows: Section 35, of the county drain- 
age law, Acts 1915, page 417, màkes 
provision for changing any drain now 
in charge of the trustee into a county 
drain, by filing a petition 
with 
the 
board of commissioners, as provided for 
in that act.

ARTS are numbered among the 
strange- growths that some- 
times appear to mar the beau- 
ty of the skin. They need not 
worry you, for frequently they disap- 
pear as mysteriously as they develop. 


There are many 
remedies wbich 
will remove warts, but an application 
that at one time will work wonders at 
another will be useless. 


If these excrescenses appear on the 
hands they require a totally different 
treatment than when they are on the 
face or neck. 


In the latter case it Is always wise 
to consult a physician, for if an ama- 
teur attempts to remove the warts an 
unsightly scar is almost Inevitable. 


Scars on the hands are not so con- 
spicuous, but the same scar on the 
face may look far worse than the 
wart itself. 


If noany warts appear at a timo it is 
a sure sign that the blood needs at- 
tention, 
and 
the 
family physician 
should be consulted. 


The longer you wait the deeper the 
warts become rooted, and it will re- 
quire long and patient treatment to 
eradicate them. 


When the warts are on the hands, 
first treat them with colorless iodine, 
applying it to the spots both night and 
morning. 


After several 
days of this treat- 
ment you will notice tho warts peel, 
and if you find that they have grown

deeper than the surface skin it will 
be necessary to use caustic. 


Buy the caustic in stick form and 
trim the warts close to the soft .«¡kin 
with a knife that has been sterilized. 


Be careful not to cut the wart so 
that it bleeds, for then the caustic dare 
not be used. 


The caustic will turn the surface of 
the skin black, and will eat away the 
wart, but it must be reapplied as soon 
as the blackness shows signs o£ vrear- 
iug off. 


Many make the mistake of discon- 
tinuing treatments as soon as the wart 
is reduced to the level of the surface 
skin. 


This leaves the roots to flourish, and 
soon the wart will reappear. 


The caustic must be applied below 
the outer skin until the roots have 
also been destroyed. 


Another remedy Is nitrate of silver, 
and ijtr ia used in Ihe same manner as 
the caustic. 


Below are given formulas for wart 
era'dicators. which will prove success- 
ful if applied several times dally: 


Sublimate 
sulphur, 
120 
grains; 
acetic acid, 1 fluid dram; glycenn, 5 
fluid drams. 


After several days of this treatment 
the warts will dry up and then drop 
off. 


The second remedy contains: 
One grain of paraform mixed with 
nine parts of flexible collodion.

Constant cutting will discourage Its 
growth, but It 1» Ult better to remove 
It entirely. 


AliE a lather of hot water and 
soap jelly, a heaped teaspoon- 
ful to the gallon, and add a 
little 
liquid ammonia. Steep 
the quilt in this for a few minutes. 
Then rinse well up and down and use 
a second or third lot of suds, if neces- 
sary. Rinse in two lots of clean wa- 
ter to which a little 
ammonia has 
been added and run through wringer. 
If 
you have »no wringer hang in a 
windy situation and squeeze the bot- 
tom occasionally as tho water drains 
down. Shake frequently while drying, 
and do not dry it in too cold an air.

VEN a gold hatpin will prow 
tarnished and the best in this 
condition 
are 
anythnig but 
ornamental. When the work- 
manship is such that the usual brush- 
ing process is out of the question, put 
the pin heads in a tumbler of ammo- 
nia in which two tablespooufuls of 
some powder cleaner is placed. This 
settles to the bottom and the pin can 
be churned back and forth on the sub- 
stance and cleaned. This is an excel- 
lent method for cleaning hatpins con- 
taining small jewels. Any soap pow- 
der can be added to the ammonia. Belt 
pins and buckles can be cleaned in the 
same manner. 


INEN will last longer and be

and

better if washed by itself. To 
plunge It into 
the 
general 
family wash is a mistake. 
It should 
go into its own tub of water, be v/ash- 
ed rapidly and rubbed but little, then 
boiled

air the better. Constant bleaching in

The present 
naval 
engagements 
between European nations arc mere

Vessels, 
siicii as they are, are built to tight 
a:iil not to run. 
Indeed, it seems a 
l.ri.'Kipal 
of the I'nited State.s to 
< iiter 
in open naval 
engagements 
rather tlian to shoot and riin. In •.Ik 
Revolutionary War 
of 1R12, 
Civil 
War and in the 
Spanish-Amerh an 
War the United States naval forces 
waited until the opportune moment 
and

Wliat will occur therefor when tho 
Arizona and her Bister-ship go forth 
to nicei their enemies in battle ar- 
ray can only be surmised, military 
experts say. Submarines, it is con- 
cedfd, will have but little terror for 
such leviathans. 
While one torpe- 
do might do great damage it would 
not sink either of these great ves- 
sels and before the under-sea craft 
could reach safety at the bottom of 
the ocean a shell from one of the 
great 14-lnch guns, the gun sighted 
by a United 
States navy gunner— 
their class being admitted the best 
marksmen in the world, would de- 
stroy the adversary. 


Other 
submarines 
hardly would 
dare to attack 
such a 
formidable 
warship. 
In fact, military experts 
say, submarines dare attack battle 
ships only wheu the crews of the 
latter are unwary or their gunners 
are 
bad 
marksmen. 
With United 
Btates navy gunners' mates skilled 
at gendlng sheUs through the bulls 
eye more than a mile away In tar- 
get practice, it would be simple for 
such

to send a 
shell through the periscope of a sub- 
marine as soon as «he little vessel 
were sighted. A submarine with its 
periscope 
destroyed is as helpless 
for battle as a ship without a rud- 
der.

their smaller foe. 
One shell from 
their 14-inch guns, striking a vital 
part of an enemy's vessel would de- 
stroy It, while a shot similarly fired 
would have but little effect on those 
two great dreednaughts, so great is 
their 
protection 
against all such 
emergencies. 
GREAT ARMOR 
PROTECTIOif. 


When congress voted ?14,000,000 
for the building of the U. S. S. Ari- 
zona it intended that vessel should 
have floating qualities in face of all 
emergencies. 
It was not Intended 
that she should sink when the first 
shot 
struck 
her. 
Tho magazines 


will be the last word 'n dreadnaught 
construction and both in gun power 
and strength against attack she has 
taken her place as the leader of the 
navies of the world. Many improve- 
ments in construction have born ex- 
emplified in her. 
She will be the 
first United States 
naval vessel to 
burn oil exclusively 
and this will 
allow her to sail twice the distance 
of vessels with 
coal as fuel. 
She 
will have an oil capacity sufficient to 
cruise 15,000 miles, according to the 
estimates of her builders.

view. It is conceded that such ves- 
sels might storm their way through 
the Dardanelles or other sea-coast 
defenses and silence the great bat- 
teries while even the largest ships 
of the British navy are unable to ac- 
complish such a feat. 


The Arizona 
was christened re- 
cently by Mlfls Esther Ross of Pros- 
cott, Ariz., a pretty 17-year-old girl. 
She Is a daughter of one of Pres- 
cott's pioneers, her father and moth- 
er having settled In Prescott many 
years ago. Miss Ross, Gov. Hunt of 
Arizona and a committee of 50 Ari- 
zona business men came to the dedi- 
cation at the Brooklyn navy yards 
In a special train. 
Over the bow of 
the boat Miss Ross broke a bottle of 
water, the first fluid to flow over the 
spillway of the Roosevelt dam, the 
great irrigation system of Arizona. 


The keel of the Arizona was laid 
down in March, 1914. 
The hull of 
her 
sister, the 
Pennsylvania, was 
laid down in October, 1913, and she 
was launched last March.

COST. 


The cost of the Arizona will be In 
the neighborhood of 114,000*000. Sbe 


guarded by the government. 
Her 
twelve 
14-in(jh guns 
are mounted 
three in each of four turrets. In the 
opinion of naval experts the three- 
gun 
turrets 
has 
permanently re- 
placed 
the old 
type of tAvo guns. 
The Arizona 
will 
be able to burl 
shells from six of her guns over ber 
stern and at the same time train the 
six guns in the two forward turrets 
over her bow. 


The three-gun turret makes neces- 
sary the building of but four turrets 
and this leaves more 
room inside 
her hull for other purposes. It also 
facilitates the handling of ammu- 
nition and the regulation and aim- 
ing of her guns. 


The estimated cost of one broad- 
side of the Arizona is $12,000. 
The 
shells for the big guns will weigh 
1,450 pounds each. 
The secondary 
battery 
consists 
of twenty-two 5- 
Inch 
guns and she has four sub- 
merged 
torpedo 
tubes with which 
she can not only protect herself from 
submarlnea, but can effectively at- 
tack the enemy, 


HER GREAT 
PROPORTIONS. 


The Arizona is G08 feet long has 
a beam of 97 feet and a displace- 
ment of 31,400 tons. She has twelve 
boilers. 
Her engines were built at 
the Brooklyn yards. 
They are tur- 
bines of the Parsons type and are 
capable 
of a 
speed of 21 knots 
When fully completed she wlli be 
manned by 1,050 officers and men 
She will not be in full commission 
for a year yet, unless an emergency 
causes her builders to complete the 
finishing touches in a year. 


The Arizona, if placed on Its stern 
would be taller than the Washing- 
ton 
monument at Washington, D. 
Co., 
and 
higher 
than 
the great 
pyramid of 
Cheops In Egypt. The 
Wellington monument 
555 feet 


high,—Seventy-five feet higher than 
the Cheops pyramid. 


With such a vessel as the Arizona 
and her 
sister ship, 
the United 
States is teaching 
foreign 
powers 
that it must be given full respect as 
one of the mightiest nations. 
Uncle 
Sam 
is 
tired 
of 
the 
cries

is not prepared to resist an 
Invasion. 
The naval 
departmont

When Jess Willard, standing In 
the rays of a Cuban sun, swung his 
brawny right arm in the general di- 
rection of Jack Johnson's Jaw a for- 
tune of $700,000 bid fair to be show- 
ered at the feet of the new world's 
champion within a year. This is the 
estimate placed on the earning ca- 
pacity of Willard by Tom Jones, his 
manager. 


The good fortune of the successful 
white hope paved the way for an 
interesting comparison of anatomic- 
al remuneration. 
Which brings to 
its owner the greater monetary re- 
ward—the sturdy arm of a pugilist, 
the sprightly foot of a dancer, the 
delicate throat of a singer, the flexi- 
ble hand of a pianist? 


IROW TO FIGUKE 
IT OUT. 


For purposes of comparison let 
us take Williard, whose arm recent 
ly hoisted him to the pinnacle of 
fame; the Castles, whose feet have 
whirled them into a fortune; Caru- 
so, whose tenor voice threatens his 
bank roll with obesity; Paderewski, 
whose toying with the Ivory keys is 
accompanied by the jingle of silver 
dollars. 


Jack Curley estimates 
that the 
new champion will make half a mil- 
lion dollars from now until the first 
of the year, and that during the 
first year of his championship $700,- 
000-will Lave poured into his coffers. 
Thla revenue will be derived from 
his proceeds in the fight, his salary 
on the vaudeville stage, boxing ex- 
hibitions, royalties from moving pic- 
tures and contributions to newspa- 
pers and magazines.

Willard Is now said to be drawing 
12,500 a week salary as a vaudeville 
headllner. He has bookings that will 
keep him on the stage until the mid- 
dle of Bummer. He will resume his 
engagements In the fall. 
Willard 
had not been In New 
York three 
flays following Ms fight In Havana 
before he had signed a contract for 
125^00 to give health and hygienic 
hints for readers of a publishing 
syndicate. 
For everything that is 
named for Jess Willard he will re- 
leive a royalty. 


To compare Willard's probable 
earnings with the actual earnings of 
yie Castles, Caruso and Paderewski 
would not help us to arrive at a 
conclusion as to which garners the 


tied. 
Should the moving pictur- 
be exhibited in America, and should 
he make $350,000 in all, each mil 
ute of the Havana fight netted iho 
cowboy a little less than $4,490 a 
minute. 


How does this compare with the 
earnings of the Castles? 
An estimate of what these famous 
dancers made with their feet during 
the last twelve months hovers about 
the $250,000 mark. 
This includes 
their salary 
from 
"Watch 
Your 
Step" and their interest in the pro- 
duction; also their interest in "The 
Castles 
in the 
Air," a 
midnight 
show; royalties from phonographic 
records and dance music, and profits 
from their studio. 


This also included a fortune they 
»etted on a record tour of thirty 
days. On this tour they were back- 
ed by a guarantee of $1,000 a per- 
formance for two performances a 
day, or $2,000. They 
danced four 
dances of five minutes each at the 
two performances, or forty minutes 
a day in all. On the basis of $2,000 
a day this meant that the Castles 
earned $50 every minute they per- 
formed. 


Thus tho feet of the Castles rank 
considerably less in the percentage 


column .of anatomical fortune-bag- 
ging than does the sturdy right arm 
of Jess Willard. At the lowest esti- 
mate he made $1,250 more a minute 
in the fight at Havana—and maybe 
1,440 a minute. 


We are told that Enrico Caruso 
received 
from 
the 
Metropolitan 
Grand Opera Company of New York 
for vocal persuasions dispensed in 
the past season something like $100,- 
000; also that his past yearly in-

But his average daily income was 
mere "pin money" compared to what 
he will receive in Buenos Aires next 
May. He has signed a contract for 
ten performances at $7,000 a per- 
formance! 
This is the largest sal- 
ary ever paid a singer. 


Those of the Metropolitan Grand 
Opera 
Company in a position 
to 


know say that the average length of 
time Caruso appears on the stage in 
each of his Italian roles is fifty-nine 
minutes. 
On the basis of $7,000 a 
performance the gifted tenor is cap- 
able of earning a little more than 
$118 for every minute he sings. 


One will 
readily 
see 
that the 
whirling 
feet of 
the Castles 
are 
capable 
of earning 
only a little 
more than half that amount in the 
same period, and the muscular right 
arm of Jess Willard from seven to 
thirty-three times that amount 
PIANIST'S EARNING 
POWEB. 


For years Paderewski practiced 
and starved in Poland because he 
did not know how to capitalize his 
talents. 
One day he got hold of a 
shrewd impresario, or a shrewd im- 
presario 
got hold of him, and he 
changed his talents into gold. Here 
are a few figures covering fourteen 
consecutive concerts on his second 
tour 
of 
America: 
Binghamton, 
$1,500; New York, $5,069; Boston, 


$2,364; New Haven, $1,926; New 
York, $5,060; Rochester, $1,352; Al- 
bany, $1,350; Hartford, $1,915; Bos- 
ton, $2,995; New York $5,524; Buf- 
falo, $2,050; 
Philadelphia, 
$5,324;

total $43,590, 
or 
an 
average 
of 
$3,113. 


The total number of concerts giv- 
en during this second tour In twen- 
ty-six 
American cities 
was sixty- 
seven, and the receipts amounted to 
$180,000—a 
sum 
never 
before 
equaled by any instrumental per- 
former. Of this amount about $150,- 
000 was net. 


MADE $ 2 ^ 
A CONCERT. 


Inasmuch as this was Paderew- 
ski's most successful toUr we shall 
base what his hands are capable of 


earning on the results of this visit 
to America. 
Figuring that $150.000 
of the $180,000 that poured into the 
box office was net, the great pian- 
ist 
averaged a little 
more 
than 
$2,238 a concert. On a basis of thir- 
ty-five minutes to a program this 
shows Paderewski capable of earn- 
ing $63.97 a minute. 


To summarize: 
These figures would indicate that 
the arm is capable of earning the 
most money per minute. The throat, 
hand and feet follow in the order 
named. And if the estimate of JacK 


Curley, Willard's manager, is ooiv 
rect, the new champion's aggregate 
earnings for the next year should 
far excecd those either of th® Cas- 
tles, Caruso or Paderewski.

Sleeplessness 
is due to the

of too much blood in the head. 
Instead 
of taking a drug to 
induce 
sleep, 
em- 
ploy a simple rem- 
ed.y to equalize the 
circulation. 


If the hrain 
has 
been 
actively 
en- 
gaged before 
bed- 
time, it is v.isc to 
t a k e a short, brisk 
•walk in the open air t o put tlie blood 
in normal action. 


A cold bath or rubdown is 
equally 
good for some people, while a hot bath 
will be found to induce sleep in others. 
These m u s t be tried to see which is t h e 
better for individual 
eases. 


Lettuce 
and 
onions are both 
sleep 
producers. 
E a t 
the 
lettuce 
fresh 
at 
supper 
time. 
Take 
the onions 
sliced 
r a w or in a syrup just before retiring. 
Rubbing the extremities with a 
rouph 
towel is another way of equalizing the 
circulation and inducing sleep. 


If a person is troubled with wakeful 
hours in the night, after having been 
asleep once, it is wise to get up and 
e a t a crust of bread. 
This starts 
the 
stomach working and draws the blood 
f r o m the head. 


Because it is difficidt to sleep when 
t h e brain is over active a child should 
not be excited just before the 
bedtime 
hour.

THE CELLAR. 


I t is as necessary to keep the cellar 
Bweet and sanitary if one values health 


as it is to take proper care of the liv- 
ing room or tlie bed room. 


Because it is down under the ground 
and comparatively dark, the cellar often 
is likely not to get the careful attention 
the other p a r t of the house receives. 


Disease frequently creeps into a house 
that is kept pejfcctly clean and in or- 
der upstairs because the foul, unsani- 
tary cellar—a cellar tliat has been neg- 
lected—has been busy breeding disease 
germs. 
Fruits and foods often are liept 
in cellarE—and this is another important 
reason tliat. the cellar should be 
kept 
perfectly clean 
and 
sweet. 


Quicklime, borax, 
charcoal, dry 
cop- 
peras and plaster as necessary in keep- 
ing a cellar clean. 


To clean the cellar, move out all the 
movable things, sweep it out thoroughly, 
t a k e up the dust, open the closets and 
bins, and set doors and windows 
wide 
open. 


In each enclosed place set an earthen 
vessel, a dish or i)owl with several lumps 
of quicklinie in it. 
Strew grains of dry 
ropi)eras all over tlie lime, tlien 
slack 
it. Iiut do not v.-et it. 
However, be sure 
the slacking is thorough. 
Steam from 
the lime, rising up and out, will take 
a w s y all b.ul air and ill odors. 


Leave the ceilar door opfn or empty 
for a rouple of hours. 
Titfn scatter dry. 
I'OWih'rcd borax around, in corners and 
along the wails. 
Tie charcoal up in net 
bags and hang them 
about the cellar, 
for cliareoal 
lir.s marvelous 
powers 
to 
absorb all sort- of bad odors. 


In addition 
make 
cheese cloth 
]iads 
of plaster mixed 
with powdered 
slack 
lime, and hang them against the walls 
which are likeliest to l»e damp. 
Both 
lime and plasti-r are such thirsty 
in- 
gredicntr^ 
they al-sorb nil spp.re 
water 
and prevent must and 
mould. 
•le -if i- 


In cases 
of sickness resulting' from 
eating [)oisonous heiTies or impure food, 
send for a physician 
promptly. 
Then 
AS hile waiting for the doctor give 
the 
patient an emetic at once. 
Such cases 
cannot be allowed to go for any length 
of time with.out some simple and quick 
remedy 
if 
the patient is to be cured 
without 
great sullcring or a long ill- 
ness.

'I 
am the queeiTs son; 1 have come from

her 
majesty's desire, 
and 
this is w h a t I am tq. do: I will 
take 
the prison clothes which you have on 
and sit in your place, and you will t a k e 
my clothes and sit in my place.' 
The 
convict 
in 
astonishment 
exchanges 
clothes; he wonders if he is dreaming; 
the prince sits down in the convict garb 
and the morning comes; the executioner 
walks in, he panses the convict, he takes 
the 
prince dre-s.-ied in 
the 
condemned 
man's clothes, he leads him out; he is 
hanged by the neck till dead, and 
the 
man that was condemned walks out free 
through the opened prison doors." 


The poor woman looked in astonish- 
ment at this picture of what Clirist had 
done for the sinncr^—defective in many 
points, still 
it 
impre.ssed 
on 
her 
the 
great truth of putting the good and in- 
nocent 
one 
in place 
of the bad 
and 
guilty. 
"'Now,'' 1 said, "this i.s 
what 
the God t h a t created you and me tells 
us of His .'•^on in this book. 
Can you 
read?" 
"Xo," she said. 
"You will be- 
lieve w h a t 1 read from Hod's Word, this 
Book, the Bible, t h a t God has 
written 
for us? 
'Christ hath once suffered for 
sins, the just for the unjust, t h a t 
He 
might bring us to fiod.' (1 Peter 3:18.) 
'When 
we were yet without 
strength, 
Girist 
died 
for the 
ungodly.' 
'While 
we were 
yet sinners, 
Christ 
died 
for 
us' (Roni. .5:G-S)." 
She gazed in won- 
der; she knew she was a sinner. 
"Will 
you believe God?" T continued, " t h a t lie

But you may 
say, "I am not so bad 
as she. 
I can read. 
I know all about 
Clirist. 
1 have always believed." 
You 
have always 
believed t h a t 
He 
is 
the 


Savior of sinners, but have you accept- 
e<l Him as your Savior? 
If you 
have 
not, yoii are still condemned, still un- 
saved; 
and, 
in all affection, I would 
earnestly entreat you, before you read 
another line, to turn to (!od, never heed- 
ing what you feel, or what your heart 
may say; 
but 
believing God ,that 
He 
so loved you (put in your name), t h a t 
lie gave His Son for you (put in your 
n a m e ) - - t h a t is faith. 
If you thus be- 
lieve Him. all your sin is forever gone, 
as between you and God yoti are ju.sti- 
fied from all things, your t i n s are ca.><t 
into the depths of the sea, you can nev- 
er come into condemnation, you are as 
sure of heaven 
as if you were 
there, 
for God's Word is pledged to it. 


MORE LIGHT ON THE BIBLE 


From time to time, through the ex- 
plorations of archeologists, new 
light 
continues to be shed on the Bible, caus- 
ing the hostile critics to modify their 
attitude to a pronounced degree. 
Prof. 
Camden 
Coburn, who 
lately 
returned 
from a long tour of exploration in Pales- 
tine, has just given to the public the 
result 
of 
some 
interesting 
discoveries 
which have a bearing on the authentici- 
ty of the Scriptures. 
He had the op- 
portunity of reading fragments of 
the 
New Testament which had belonged to 
Oiristians of the first century—a 
time 
when manyvwere thrown to the lions for 
accepting the 
new 
religion. 
Some 
of 
those pieces were papyrus, while others 
were of parchment or pottery. 
On one 
large piece of pottery, taken 
from an 
ancient 
dwelling, 
he 
found 
pas.sages 
from the New 
Testament 
inscribed, 
wliich he declares were "line 
for 
line 
and letter for letter" identical with the 
same passages as they are rendered in 
our translations today. 
Skeptic.s 
have 
claimed t h a t much of the New Testa- 
ment writings were the product of men 


who lived in a later century, and 
this 
the professor holds to be 
tlioroughly 
disproved by his discovery. 
Further, he 
slates, the four 
evangelists, 
in 
their 
writings, used the vernacular 
or 
com- 
mon language of the time 
and 
j)lace 
(the Aramaic), whereas it used to be 
held by many eminent scholars t h a t the 
New Testament writings were originally 
in (ireek. 
The mass of papyri unearth- 
ed during the last tAventy years has dis- 
proved this. 
It was the common 
lan- 
guage of the people, written in the cur- 
rent phraseology and with many of the 
common 
expressions, yet alwaj's 
writ- 
ten with simple reverence. The profes- 
sor has been enabled to catalogue thirty- 
eight different sets of New 
Testament 
writing.s, which, added to those already 
catalogued in 
the 
world's 
museums, 
make sixty 
sets of 
fragments of 
an- 
cient 
New 
Testament, 
dating 
mostly 
from the third to the si.vth century, now 
available for the use of scholars. 
This 
means, he declares, " t h a t every doctrine, 
faith and fact known to us today, con- 
nected 
with the Bible, was known 
t o 
those 
early 
Christians." 


The celebrated D. H. Dress, 
M. D., 
snys: "Furfural, the principal aldehyde 
in cigarettes, is said to be fifty times 
more poisonous than alcohol. 
One cig- 
arette yields as much furfural as two 
ounces of whisky; eight cigarettes 
as 
much as sixteen ounces, and one pack- 
age of cigarettes as much as twenty t o 
twenty-four ounces. 


"The pipe and cigar makes more nico- 
tine than cigarettes and are so poison- 
ous that one drop would kill a dog. 
It 
has been proven that all kinds of to- 
bacco snioke contain 84 per cent, of poi- 
son. 
It is now well known that this 
poison permeates the whole body, caus- 
ing disease and death." 


Dr. L. G. 
Alexander 
of 
Kentucky 
writes in the Medical-Surgical Reporter, 
that in many 
cases 
tobacco 
causes 
blindness, impotcncy, heàrt and 
stom- 
ach diseases and many nervous diseases. 
Tobacco in thousands of cases 
is the 
cause of dyspepsia. 
I t lessens the se- 
cretions 
Of the gastric juice and de- 
creases the activity of the 
stomach, 
paralyzes and impairs digestion. 
It re- 
duces the flesh and cftuees nervousness 
and in soma cases the hands tremble. 
Many wives 
and children tìuiTer from 
various nervous disorders 
Which were 
wholly due to the poisonous fumes of 
tobacco 
froni their smoking 
husbands 
and fathers. 


Dr. W. B. Richardson says: "Tobac- 
co causes thé vital fluid many serious 
changes. 
It is thinner thai! the hatural 
and much paler and renders the exter- 
nal surface of the body physically de- 
pressed, 
and deplorably deficient both 
in muscular and mental power. 


It has been fotind thJit Aftt?r cArefully 
measuring and examinihg boys dtif ing 
four years in schools and cdlleges^ boys 
and young men who do not use tobacco 
have gained 43 per cent^more in chest, 
88 pél* cent, more iû he Vit, and 25 per 


cent, more in weight than those of the 
same age who used tobacco. 


Dr. Dio Lewis, the 
eminent 
author 
and Jiealth teacher, said the record of 
Harvard college for forty years 
shows 
t h a t 
no pupil 
who used tobacco 
had 
graduated at the head of his class. Thus 
it Is already shown clearly t h a t a boy 
cannot use tobacco in any form 
with- 
out positive and permanent injury.

Tolstoy wrote in one of his hooks of 
the difference it made in his life when 
he resolved to test religion for himself. 
He .said: 
"For thirty-five years of my 
life I was a man who believed in noth- 
ing. 
Five y ears ago faith came to me; 
1 believed in the doctrine of .fesus and 
my whole life underwent a suilden trans- 
formation. 
\Miat I had wished for I 
wished for no longer, ajid I began 
to 
desire what I had never desired before. 
W h a t had once appeared to me to be 
right became wrong, and the way of the 
past T beheld as right. 
.My soul, ever 
filled witl! despair of life and fear of 
death, 
is now 
full of 
happiness 
and 
peace." 


In re.sponse of the request of the edi- 
tor of The Prpsl)yterian Advance sub- 
scribers recently contributed to a sym- 
posium of "WTiat religion has done for 
me." 


One man told of a life that was full 
of dissatisfaction until one night he de- 
cided to be a Christian. 
He wrote thus 
of what follovv'ed:

The one answer to those who express 
their doubt as to tlie value of knowing 
Christ is still, "Come and see." 
Those

acjuiiinted witli the Master j-ive testi- 
;r,onies like those ipiofed. 
Those who 
refuse to I'ome to him or who cume half- 
heartedly speak cosifcinptuillisly or halt- 
ingly of the value of reliui(m. 
There is 
no certainty like tiie certainty of him 
who is able to say with Paul: "I know 
him whom I have ixdieved"; and there 
is no way to know Him, liut to put Him 
to the test.—Westminster

the present moment, though a first 
year man, is being touted as one of 
the greatest men In the business at 
putting the ball on a runner; Guy 
Morton, the sensational curver 
of 
the 
Cleveland 
Americans; 
young 
Boland, the little pitching star of De- 
troit; Tommy Long, who Is with the 
Cardinals and is rated as the most 
timely bitting 
youngster under the 
big tent, 
and Lee 
Meadows, also 
with the Cardinals, who was famous 
before he made good as a pitcher, 
as being the only big league ball 
player to wear glasses.

It would take a book to recount 
all the doings of these newcomera 
in the 
land of 
baseball stardom. 
Kauff, however, as the most notable 
because he is threatening Ty Cobb 
for baseball's honors and because 
he darted across the entire baseball 
Irmament, 
Federal, National 
and 
American, 
by 
the attempt of Ma- 
's raw TO kidnap him, deserves first 
nention. 


Unlike Ty Cobb, this Kauff person 
\s built very close to the ground. 
I i'ou wonder how he can possibly 
be as speedy as he is unless you 
bave 
seen 
George 
Burns of the 
Triants. 
The pair are dead ringers 
for each other in build and actions. 
And they both are classy outfield- 
ers. 


Kauff's whole career shows that 
continual trying has been a great 
thing for him. He was born In Mld- 
dleton, Ohio, a great coal mining 
section. In 18B1 and from the time 
he was able to get out and work for 
a living coal mining was hla "pro- 
fession." 
Like that of Jake Dau- 
bert, the Dodgers' great first base- 
man, Kauff's family naturally be- 
longed to the mines, and It was but 
natural that he should turn out as a 
breaker 
boy 
when 
he 
was old 
enough. With his father he tried in- 
dependent raining. 


WORKED ALL DAY 
IN MINES. 


Kauff worked twelve hours a day 
in the mines, and besides 
finding 
the work unheallhy, found it dan- 
gerous, and on two occasions was 
nearly killed by slides. 


Saturday afternoons and Sundays 
were the off days for Kauff and he 
spent his tl-'e above ground play- 
ing basebal:. 
fretty soon he be- 
came so good that nearly every Sat- 
urday afternoon he would be asked 
to play with a local semi-profession- 
B1 team and he was sure of a job 
on Sundays. 


Frank 
Locke, 
manager 
of 
the 
Parkersburg, W. Va., club saw Kauff 
play and signed Jiim. 
Benny, like 
many other stars, -.lio have become 
famous in other 
positions on the 
diamond, started as a j»itcher. 
He 
had a great season with the Virginia 
Valley State League club, winning 
fourteen games and losing only four. 
Two of the losses were by one run 
margins and due to poor support 


When Benny wasn't on the mound 
he was in the outfield. He was the 
fastest man on tiie team and he had 
a great arm. 
Time and again he 
cut off men at the plate by his rast 
fielding and sharp heaves. 
He also 
hit like a fiend, ending the season 
with .417. 


MADE A SHOWIira 
IN OUTFIELD. 


Arthur Irwin, who was scouting 
for the Yankees, saw Kauff work a 
number of times and in the follow- 
ing spring—1911—Kauff was bought 
by Frank 
Farrell 
and went south 
with tlie Yankees to their training 
camp at Athens, Ga. 


Benny was the hit of the young- 
sters among the veterans. 
He was 
filled with the good old pep and it 
looked as though he was going to 
stick. 
He had Bert Daniels. Harry 
Wolter and Birdie Cree to beat out 
for a regular 
outfield 
berth. 
The 
only other new outfielder who gave 
Benny a contest 
was Billy Bailey 
who hailed from the Ohio-Pennsyl- 
vania league. Irwin thought Bailey 
was the better man and finally in- 
duced 
Chase to 
hold him and let 
Kauff go to Bridgeport, managed by 
Gene McCann, a Yankee scout. 


Bailey proved a "flivver." He went 
back and back and last season prov- 
ed too weak for the Southern AESO- 
ciation. 


In 116 games with Bridgeport,

Kauff batted .294, which looked so 
good that he was recalled and given 
another trial by the Yankees. 
In 
the spring he got into five official 
games and hit for .273. 


KG PLACE 
Olí THE TEAM. 


While Kauff's hitting was all that 
could be expected there really was 
no place on the team for the young- 
ster and he was shipped to Roches- 
ter where he was used in 13 games 
before 
he 
was 
shoved 
along to 
Brockton 
of 
the 
New 
England 
league. With that team he played 29 
games and was then shunted to <he 
Hartford club of the 
Connecticut 
league. He finished the season tiic-re 
ending with a baiting average of .321 
for 53 games. 


Kauff was not grabbed by any ma- 
jor league team at the end of tiie 
1912 season, so he went along with 
Hartford, but in-1914 was sent to In- 
dianapolis in the A. A. He played 
great 
ball that 
year 
and it was 
planned to sell him to McGraw. He 
never had a contract with Indianap- 
olis, so an effort was made to eign 
him for 1914 at an increase, so it 
would be possible to send him to the 
Giants. 
But when the owners tried 
to sign Benny they found that they 
were locking the stable too late. He 
announced 
he was 
going to play 
with the Indianapolis Feds in 1914.

With the Feds he was one of the 
chief factors In the pennant fight, 
which his team won after one of the 
most sensational races in baseball.

He has made a great start 
and already is worrying the "Geor- 
gia I'uach." 


Organized ball's friends and even

lot of smart baseball. He may have 
been a "bone" when he was getting 
his early try-outs in the big leagues,

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AN IMPORTANT PEACH TREE PEST 


There Are a Number of Insects That Are Injurious to the Peach, But None 
of Them as Injurious as the Peach Tree Borer. 


By J . B. S3HITH: 


In the form In which It Is most 
familiar to the grower, the peach-tree 
borer is a white, grub-like caterpillar 
v/ith a yellowish or brownish shield- 
like head, which lives and feeds in the 
tree trunks at or just below the sur- 
face of the ground and makes irregu- 
lar galleries or chambers just beneath 
the bark, from which gum and 
sap 
ooze out to form conspicuous masses. 


will serve to keep the trees free, If 
the protecting exudations of gum are 
first removed. 


In an infe-^ted orchard 
the 
earth 
should be removed from around the 
base of the trees to a depth of six or 
eight Inches and every sign of a wound 
j or 
place 
from 
which 
gum 
exudes 
should be carefully examined. 
This 
1 should be done late in the fall.

These borers may be found at almost 
all periods during the summer, 
but 
are usually verj' small in late summer 
or fall and become an Inch to an inch 
and a half In length In early summer. 


The parents of this borer belong to 
the clear-wing moths and are rarely 
recognized or even seen by the peach 
grower. 
The male is a stunning plender 
steel blue, wasp-like creature with two

chips are mingled with the exuding 
gum, a borer is almost alv.ays present. 
The.se should be killed. If possible, by 
probing the wound with a stiff wire. 
Leave the base of the trunks exposed 
no longer than necessary at this period. 
In drawing up the soli against

trunks bring the clean soil Into direct 
contact with the cut or wounded sur- 
faces. 
Again 
In 
late 
spring 
the

repeated. 
Leave the base of the trees exposed 
thus for a fev« days, and then spray 
very thoroughly with a lime-sulphur, 
arsenate of lead mixture to which an 
excess of lime has been added. 
Use 
one pound paste arsenate of lead to 
every five gallons of lime-sulphur, or 
one pound of dry arsenate to every 
ten gallons of lime-sulphur and apply 
with all the force pos.sible to the ex- 
posed trunk of the tree for a distance 
of 
eighteen 
to 
twenty-four 
Inches 
above the surface. 
Then 
after 
the 
application Is thoroughly 
dry, 
cover 
and hill up at least sLx inches above 
the surface. 


In an orchard carefully looked over 
twice a year as above directed, 
no 
largo larvae are likely to be 
over- 
looked, and 
there will be no 
early 
moths except such as may come on 
from 
outside. 
The toughened 
bark 
covered with lime is not likely to bo 
attractive to the moths. 


Onc^e an orchard has been put Into 
thoroughly good condition by a year 
or two of this practice, the 
future 
j e a r s will be easy.

In order to make as great profit as 
pos.slble we should use economy In the 
production as well as good judgment 
In the marketing of eggs and poultry. 


The farmer has a great advantage 
here over the poultryman who has all 
the feed to buy and we must not for- 
get to make the best use possible of 
this advantage. 


At sowing and planting time Is when 
we should make our plans for a variety 
of feed for the poultry through the 
year and especially for the winter. 


You will want enough wheat, oats, 
rye and barley Bown to supply these 
grains In the bundle for the hens to 
work on. 
Sow some millet also to 
add to the variety and to furnish seed 
for next year's little chicks. 
Mangle 
or stock beets make a very good green 
food for the hens in the winter, so 
you wl'l need to plant plenty of them. 
Cabbage heads are a great treat for 
the fowls, 8o raise a few extra for 
them. 


Plant mammoth Russian sunflowers 
in the corners and waste place.g and 
if there are not enough corners to 
raise a good many, plant a patch of 
them. 
Sunflower seeds are great egg- 
producers and also make the plumage 
of 
the 
fowls 
bright 
and 
beautiful. 
They are 
fine 
to feed through 
the 
moulting season as they nourish the 
feathers 
and 
cause 
them 
to 
grow 
rapidly. 


Variety In the food Is more than 
half the secret of egg-production and 
It is much cheaper to raise these dif- 
ferent foods than It is to buy them, so 
do not forget the poultry at the plant- 
ing time.

Grit and charcoal can be found and 
made on the farm and the expense of 
buying these necessary things can be 
saved. 
If there is a creek bed near, 
haul gravel from that and place near 
the hen houses where the poultry can 
find It. 
Charcoal can be made by tak- 
ing the live coals from the stove and 
pouring water over them. 
They will 
immediately turn to charcoal and can 
be ground or broken up into the right 
i^ize for the chickens to swallow. Better 
do this work out of doors as steam 
and ashes will fly from the coals when 
the water is poured on them. 


In these ways we can greatly reduce 
the cost of keeping our poultry and It 
will pay us to give time and thought 
to our work as the profit In the poultry 
buslne.sg, as In any other, lies between 
the cost of production and the amount 
received for the marketed products. 


Besides 
comfortable 
quarters, 
the 
chick, to thrive, must have exercise, 
water, grit, a variety of grain food, 
green or succulent food, and 
casein 
or meat foods. 


Exercise is as essential as food, and 
lack of it Indicates wrong methods of 
rearing. 
The natural way for a chick 
to take Its food is to scratch for it, 
taking a little at a time. 
If 
small 
chickens are put Into a box with a 
bare floor and fed from a trough, they 
will become weak. 
Many will become 
clogged behind with the 
excrements 
accumulating on the down, and it is 
generally 
concluded 
that 
something 
has been fed to cause bowel trouble. 
As a matter of fact they are weak 
from lack of exercise, and the appear- 
ance of diarrhea is only the inability 
of 
the 
chick 
to properly 
expel 
Its 
excrement. 


If chicks cannot be out of 
doors 
their feeding-floor should be covered 
with B.-nd, and over this should be 
thrown some litter, such as chaff from 
the straw stack or leaves from 
an 
alfalfa-loft. 
Place the feed In this 
litter. 
If small quantities are 
thus 
given, and given often, the question of 
exercise 
is 
solved. 
Brooder 
chicks 
need more care In this way than do 
chicks with hens, but even in the latter 
case It Is worth while to make them 
scratch for their food when they are 
raised indoors. 


The notion Is prevalent that a chick 
should begin his diet on boiled eggs, 
bread and milk, or some other soft 
food 
This notion has probably arisen 
from the knowledge that most young 
animals cannot digest hard foods. But 
when we consider the fact that the 
natural food of the young mammal is 
milk, we see why this principle does 
not apply to chickens. 


Little chicks should be first fed when 
seventy-two to ninety-six hours 
old. 
Feed small quantities and as often as 
Is convenient. 
If the feed is buried 
in deep litter they must work longer 
getting it out. 
The idea is to have 
them always hungry enough to hunt 
for food, and always a little food for 
them to 
find. 
If the chicks are at 
liberty, feeding often is not so impor- 
tant—three 
times 
a 
day 
would 
bo 
sufficient; while if they roam far in 
the fields, finding much food, morning 
and evening feeding is all that Is nec- 
essary. 
It Is not a matter of great 
importance just what grain a chicken 
is first fed. 
The Important thing is 
that they be supplied with a variety 
of grain as well as with casein or meat, 
grit and grreen food. 


COW TESTING ASSOCIATIONS HELP | 


The Usefulness and Benefits of Cow Testing Associations Hay« Been 
Demonstrated in Almost Every State of the Union.

The cow testing association is a plan 
of co-operation among dairymen for 
the 
purpose 
of 
regularly 
and 
eco- 
nomically testing their cows for pro- 
duction of milk and butter fat. 
A 
usual 
estimate 
places 
the 
average 
production of cows at 175 pounds of 
butter per cow per year. 
In 
these 
days people who are familiar 
with 
dairying think In terms of butter fat, 
and if the above average be translated 
to fat H makes about 150 pounds. 
At 
30 cents a pound, which has been the 
average price for the past three years, 
the annual income per cow is $45.00. 


leaving, he makes calculations so that 
he may leave with th® dairyman th« 
record of each cow down to date. 


In European countries and some of 
the states in this country, one of th® 
duties of a tester is to weigh and keep 
a 
record of food consumed by 
th« 
cows. 
The cost to the dairyman for 
complete testing varies from 80 cents 
to $1.50 a year for each cow. 
This 
variation 
is due to the number 
of 
cows in the associations and to the 
size of individual herds.

States 
was 
organized 
at

If the above figures are taken as a 
foundation, it is very apparent 
that 
there are many cows which are not 
paying the cost of their keeping. 
The 
use of the scales and the Babcock test 
has discovered in almost every herd 
tested some cows that do not pay the 
cost of keeping. 
If dairying is to be 
made as profitable a business as it 
ought to be and as it has a right to 
be under proper management, 
these 
robber 
cows 
must 
be 
apprehended. 


There is no means of knowing what 
a cow is producing without weighing 
and testing her milk at regular inter- 
vals. 
A 
dairyman 
selling 
milk 
by 
volume 
may 
not 
be 
concerned 
in 
the butter fat content further than is 
necessary to keep up to legal standard, 
but one who Is selling butter fat is 
vitally concerned In the amount each 
cow produces. Each dairyman may test 
his r - n cows, but facing the condition 
squarely it is known that very few do. 
At a recent dairymans' meeting this 
point was raised—that a testing asso- 
ciation 
was 
not 
necessary, 
because 
each man could test his own cows. 
The que.stion was then asked: 
"How 
many present have Habcock testers?" 
Twelve out of a gathering 
of 
fifty 
answered in the afiirmative. 
In reply 
to the question, "How many of you 
who 
have testers 
use 
them?" 
only 
one answered in the affirmative. 


The object of cow testing associa- 
tions Is to make the use of scales and 
Babcock machine a community affair 
—to unite dairymen into a 
partner- 
ship for the purpose of employing a 
trained 
man 
to visit each 
herd 
at 
regular monthly intervals and weigh 
and test the milk of each cow. 
At 
the end of the year, this man gives 
each dairyman a record of the indi- 
viduals in his herd with little work 
or trouble to him and at the cost of 
about one dollar per cow. 


The tester weighs and samples the 
milk of each cow at the evening and 
morning milking and tests the com- 
bined sample for butter fat. 
Before 


Mich., in 1903. 
This association had 
31 members, and 239 cows completed 
the first year's test. 
Since that tlm® 
similar associations have been organ- 
ized in practically all of the leading 
dairy states of the Union, to the great 
advantage of dairymen everywhere. 


GROWIXG CEIjERY. 


We sow our celery seed In rows a n J 
then transplant it. 
In a month or two 
the plants are large enough to set out. 
We first dig a trench 8 or 9 Inches 
deep, put a little manure in the bottom 
and sprinkle it over with dirt; mak® 
it very wet, put the celery plants in 
the trenches, then keep watering them 
every day. 
WTien frost comes they 
must be covered at night 
To bleach 
the ce]er>', dig a hole in the ground, 
dampen the earth and set the celery 
in on its roots. 
Cover with old bags 
or carpet, fill up the hole with earth 
and cover that with corn fodder.— 
Bertha Brown, Wisconsin.

than cloddy land or any land left with

effectual single step Is to surround the 
proposed bird sanctuary with a ver- 
min-proof fence, 
Buch a fence should 
prevent entrance either by digging or 
by climbing, but will serve its greatest 
uac if it can not be climbed, and Is 
th. i 'lire cat-proof. 
If it is imprac- 
tic;-i If to build an impenetrable fence, 
the next best device is to put guards 
of sheet metal on all nesting trees and 
on poles supporting bird houses. 
This 
should 
be done in any case 
where 
squirrels or snakes are likely to in- 
trude, as it is usuaily 
impracticable 
to 
fence 
out 
these 
animals. 
Tree 
guards should be 6 feet or more above 
ground. 
Attacks 
by 
hawks, 
owls, 
crow.-i, jays, or other enemies are best 
controlled by eliminating the de.struct- 
ive individuals. 


In planting a tree to make It grow 
—and there .should be no other aim— 
the tree should be made just as com- 
fortable in its new environment 
as 
pos-sible. 
If tho land is wet it should 
be drained, for trees will never thrive 
v/ith wet feet. 
The best results are 
obtained 
by preparing the land 
the 
previous year for 
the setting of th® 
trees 
Clover or cowpeas plowed un- 
der in the fall will make humus the 
following year and keep the soil about 
the root.s. 
Trees will often do well In 
poor soils and unfavorable conditions 
if good soil is placed about their roots, 
so that they get a good start the first 
year or so. 
After 
they 
once 
become 
established they can do considerable 
towards taking care of themselves. 


OAT HAY. 


If, for any reason, you will be short 
of hay this season, or a wind 
has 
smashed the oats down so you can't 
bind them, why not make them into 
oat hay? 


Cut when In the early milk stage of 
tho grain and cure as you would other 
hay. 
Barley and rye can be used In 
the same way to help out a short hay 
crop. 


A ton of oat hay contains 86 pounds 
of digestible protein and a ton of red 
clovcr 133 pound.s—only 50 pounds in 
favor of the clover, so you see this 
makes a very good hay for growing 
stock or dairy cows. 


It Is about as profitable to try to 
do two things at once as it is to try to 
raise two' crops on the same piece of 
¿round at the same time. 


Rhubarb and asparagus 
are 
two 
perennial vegetables that are early on 
the market and are easy to raise. 


The 
cov/'s 
udder 
should 
bo v>rell 
washed and dried with a coarse cloth 
before milking, and the milker's hands 
sbguld be w a s h ^ after Gwajry cow. 


Scif>nti.qts have made a few startling 
discoveries during tho past few years 
as that the two most common house- 
hold Insects are the most 
persistent 
bearers of typhoid and 
malaria. 


We have long dreaded the mosquito 
and 
fly 
as 
personal 
nuisances, 
but 
never more. 
That they are a positive 
menace to the human race has but 
recently been fully shown. 


And 
now, 
those 
conversant 
with 
their methods are most 
determined 
that they should bo fought out, starved 
out, exterminated. 


Both are transmitters 
of 
disease; 
and when either typhoid or malaria 
exists in a neighborhood the common 
house fiy istands ready to carry the 
one and its musical cousin the other. 
The surest way to stamp out the dis- 
ease is to wage war on the six-footed. 


Kain barrels and stagnant pools are 
the breeding places of the misquito 
where it is commonly known in its 
infant days as "wriggler." 


In its larval stage it is aquatic, and 
by covering the surface of the v.ater 
with a thin coating of oil it is de- 
stroyed. 
Look carefully after the rain 
barrel. 


Do not allow rain water fo stand 
long 
enough 
to 
breed 
these 
pests 
and If there are pools of water, drain 
them or spray frequently with kero- 
sene. 


The house fly Is more 
persistent, 
more nearly onmlpresent. 
It breeds 
in filth and the more completely alJ 
refuse Is kept cleaned up the less per- 
sistent will be the battle. 


Stables In the vicinity of the house 
always bring trouble unless they are 


cleaned dally. 
A lady on the 
out- 
skirts of a town, wondering at the 
marked increase of flies one summer, 
finally 
traced the source of 
trouble 
to the fact that the field across the 
street, instead of being cultivated, was 
converted into a horse pasture. 


Strive 
to 
destroy 
their 
breeding 
places. 
Convert the animal refuse in 
which they lurk into fertilizer on the 
fields, and half the battle Is won. 


Screens are so cheap that no one 
can afford to bo without them. 
This 
is more than a matter of 
pleasure 
and 
convenience; 
It 
is 
a 
sanitary 
measure. 


If some of the screens are defectlv®, 
mend them with black cloth. 
Better, 
get a pieco of wire cloth and with it 
you can quickly patch up or replace 
any defective screens. 


There are good fly killers on tho 
market for a small sum. 
But you can 
easily make one equal to any of them 
by taking a small piece of wire cloth, 
double it and then tack firmly on a 
wooden handle of convenient length. 
A window stick answers the purpose 
nicely. 
It is light and reaches any 
part of the room without being so 
largo as to prove awkward and cum- 
bersome. 


With this, one may strike a 
fly, 
being almost certain to stun it so that 
it will fall and yet there is no danger 
of marring even a fine fabric in the 
process. 


The double piece of wire cloth is 
sure to Injure tho insect BO that It 
will fall. 
It can then be disposed of 
before It has time to regain its 
flight. 


With 
this 
device 
one may. 
In 
a 
short time, rid a room 
permanently 
of the pests. 
That is, you will know 
that the same Individual» will never 
return. 


Oil of lavender distributed about a 
room by means of an atomizer tends 
to keep the flies out and at the same 
time Imparts a fresh odor. 
If 
you 
use tanglefoot, place It where no one 
can get Into It. 


The poison fly paper Is never to be 
recommended, 
there 
being 
always 
danger 
lest the poison 
be In some 
way transferred to the food. 


Study the habits of the pest and 
then rob them of their weapons. 


A few moments dally spent in de- 
stroying flies that enter the home is 
much 
better 
than 
to 
spend 
weeks 
fighting 
typhoid. 


To help exterminate the mosquito a 
film of keroseneollshould be used. After 
a rain, watch for the places that fail 
to dry up promptl}'. 
Then get quick 
action on them with the oil sprayer 
and repeat the dose of oil every ten 
days or oftener if the film is broken 
by showers or wind. 


Rank grass sometimes hides pools 
of water that make Ideal harbors for 
wrigglers. Cut all such grass as closely 
as possible and apply oil. 
If oil docs 
not form a good film owing to the 
vegetation, use larvacide composed of 
nicotine solution to kill tho wrigglers. 


Bodies of water which can neither 
be oiled nor treated 
with 
larvacide 
can be kept free of mosquito larvae 
by stocking with flsh. Native minnows 
are best. 


Cure For Melon Bugs 


A very successful market gardener 
told me last fall that he had a sure 
cure for the little striped melon bugs. 
He said he had paid $10.00 for the; 
secret and it had been worth $100.00: 
to him since. 
It was nothing more j 
nor less than a liberal use of bone | 
dust or bone meal around the plants. 
He says it will absolutely drive away 
the striped bugs when everything else 
has failed. 
I have not yet had 
a 
chance 
to try 
It myself, 
but it 
is 
possible that he Is right. 
If so. It Is 
a valuable idea. 
The bone dust will 
be a good thing for the plants, any- 
way, whether It drives away the bugs 
or not, for It is a rich fertilizer. 
It 
can bo had from any dealer In fer- 
tilizers at a cost of probably $3.00 per 
hundred pounds.—C M. S.

Geese require plenty of green food, 
which they pluck from the growing 
plants, and plenty of water as a swim- 
niing pool during tho summer.

weeks 
old, will not need to be fed during the 
summer. 
A feed of moistened meal 
once a day hastens their growth, but 
where there is 
plenty 
of 
herbage, 
green and fresh, from which they can 
pluck their food, it wiU not be neces- 
sary to feed them, providing there is 
plenty of water for them to swim in. 


Protect the Birds. 


The birds eat 
millions of 
Insects 
that, if left alone, would destroy mil- 
lions of dollars' worth of fru.Us and 
grain. 
Of course, some kinds of birds 
are pests, but you need not have many 
of those kinds on your farm If you 
will spend a little time studying birds. 
Study their habits of feeding and nest 
ing. 
Prepare homes 
for 
only 
the 
helpful kinds, 
the 
ones 
that 
feed 
chiefly on Insects and worms. 


One of the gravest problems of the 
farmers of today who are living on 
hilly lands is how to prevent soil ero- 
sion. 
Much of the washing of farm 
lands can be prevented 
by 
plowing 
deep, so as to make a subterranean 
re.«ervolr for the storage of precipita- 
tion. 
Tho water 
penetrates 
readily 
through the loose soil, and its move- 
ment through the underlying soil Is 
very much slower than over the sur- 
face. 
Frequent 
crops 
of clover 
or 
grass which are plowed under make 
tho surface soil spongy w^lth humus 
and retard the washing of the soil. 
All hilly lands liable to wash should 
have a cover crop during the winter. 
A warranty deed will not keep the soil 
of the careless farmer from washing 
away.

More Trouble Than the Mexicans^- 
They Are Hard Fighters and Could 
Batfie At Great Advantage In 
Their Wild Mountain Retreats

# 
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n tlie United States should go to 
war with Mexico, who would be the 
greatest adversaries and antagonists 
of the invaders? 


Not the Mexican troops, but the 
Taqni Indians of Sonora, military 
experts familiar in detail with the 
Mexican situation declare. 


Were this ancient tribe of savages 
to resent the encroachment of the 
United States our troops would find 
themselves 
opposed 
to 
the most 
fiendish and daring fighters a civ- 
ilized soldier-or sailor ever encount- 
ered. 


The Yaquis hate Mexican soldiers 
worse than they do the Americans, 
and this on one hand would be the 
{greatest 
aid to 
the troops of ihe 
United States—namely obtaining the 
oo-oporatlon of the deadly Yaquis. 


Civiliaaílon 
has 
made 
rapid 
strides in the western hemisphere, 
but not one ray of its sunshine has 
penetrated Into the mountain fast- 
ness where the Yaqui raiders live 
wben they are not commlttting dei>- 
redations on^the white and Mexican 
ranchen. 


More savage i and even more prim- 
itive than the crther Indians of North 
America, their herds 
having been 
destroyed long ago, they make their 
^rtDS b a l i n g cattle from ranchers, 
rbeir 
primitive 
weapons, 
arrows 
and spears were laid aside long ago 
when with their first massacre of 
Mexicans 
and 
whites 
they seized 
the rifles and other weapons of civ- 
ilization. 
The clothing of civiliza- 
tion they ha-ve shunned, but they fell 
readily into the use of the rifle and 
revolver. 
This is explained in his- 
tory by the fact that with dawn of 
civilization man made his first ad- 
vancement not in the art of pottery 
or in fashioning cooking utensils, 
but 
In designing 
more clever and 
more terrible instruments of war. 
Those nations that advanced most 
rapidly in ancient history were the 
ones that first accomplished greater 
success than their neighbors in the 
manufacture 
of 
arms and latter 
made a commensurate progress In 
the construction of things necessary 
for the household. 
HOW THE 
YAQUIS LITE. 


The Yaquis still 
live practically 
nude, wearing only a flap of leather 
about the loins. Their life and cus- 
toms while in camp, the nature of 
their camp and other things of close 
familiarity with their lives can only 
be surmised. As the Yaquis always 
are ready to engage In battle or be 
on the retreat It is conceded they do 
not occupy permanent homes. Pos- 
ses who have 
sought 
them in the 
mountains believe they live either in 
dugouts or caves. 
The meat they 
steal 
from 
settlers is dried 
and 
mostly eaten raw, the fear that the 
smoke of their campflre by day or 
Its glare at night might betray them, 
being as strong in them aa it was in 
the 
savage 
tribes 
of 
the United 
States. 
If they 
have any agricul- 
tural pursuits they must be few and 
onlF sufficient to supply them ^ t h 
much needed grains. 
It is known 
they raise maize and perhaps pota- 
toes but their sole reliance for sup- 
plies Is on their ability to steal. 


•ñieir cruelty is well known to 
ranches in Mexico, families often be- 
ing found hacked to death and their 
oattle driven away, unfailing signs 
of a visit of these salvage redmen. 


On whether 
the Yaquis 
will be 
irlend or foe to United States troops 
much would depend in a conquest of 
Mexico. 
With their aid the battle 
would be a brief 
one, while with 
their opposition it is conceded the 
subjugation and restoration of Mex- 
ico would be a task of many years. 
Oen- Hugh 
L. Scott, that 
famous 
tamer of Indians, would be sent in- 
to the field against the Yaquis. 


United States -.-iny experts do not 
give much credit to any of the Mex- 
igan fighting forces. 
They concede 
Mexicans as bold and daring but 
Élve little credit to their abUity. The 
Mexican army works as regularly if 
It were unionized. The troops start 
out at a definite hour each moming 
and "knopk off" at sundown in the 
e^ienlng. Fighting at night not only 
to unknown to them, but would be a 
serious violation of their rules. 
OBSEBYE

They 
go into 
battle as a miner 
might enter the tunnel of his daily 
employment and they quit 
fighting 
Just as regularly as the miner quits 
his work when the day is done. Mex- 
ican troops, it is said, do most of 
taieir fighting in the cool hours of 
the morning, but ease up in the aft- 
smoon and absolutely quit at night 
by mutual agreement between the 
two opposing forces. 


The 
Mexican 
trooper is a poor 
rifleman, the experts say, but Is a 
pegnlflcent waster of ammunition. 
B* ««ili tagln fl^tiBX when the ene- 


my is many miles beyond range and 
will not cease until all his bullets 
have been fired. He does not like 
close range fighting or continuous 
fighting, and it is hard for a Mex- 
ican officer to get his troops more 
than a mile away from a railroad 
where awaits a train with steam up. 
The Mexican wants to fight so long, 
and, if necessary, flee. And wben 
he flees he wants 
to do it expedi- 
tiously and successfully. 


Neither Mexican officer nor sol- 
diers know 
much of modern mili- 
tary 
tactics. 
They 
try 
flanking 
movements, but they rarely are suc- 
cessful. Unless they 
are in over- 
whelming numbers 
the 
Mexicans 
rarely charge an enemy. The Mex- 
icans have but little faith In artillery, 
for the simple 
reason 
they never 
have had gi-eat success with it. They 
are, however, very strong for ma- 
chine 
guns, but 
rarely 
get close 


sands of Americans, especially In 
Northern Mexico, who know evei-y 
inch of the country. No trail is con- 
cealed from 
them, 
and the great 
mining companies have mapped ev- 
ery foot of the land. 
No invading 
army ever had the amount of exact 
information concerning the country 
that it invaded that an army of the 
United States would have if it cross- 
ed the Rio Grande. The whole coun- 
try, too, is a network of railroads. 
During the last few years these rail- 
roads have been lorn up and repair- 
ed so many times that thej^ are now 
in pretty poor condition. 
It would 
not take expert engineers long, how- 
ever, to whip them into good enough 
shape for the transportation of men 
and supplies, and there is an abun- 
dance of rolling stock. 


As a matter of fact, any number of 
trains can be run into Mexico from 
El Paso, Texas, across the Interna-

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enough to the enemy to use them ef- 
fectively. 


The greatest drawback the Mexi- 
can experiences when he enters an 
engagement 
with 
United 
States 
troops is his inability to stick to it 
continuously. 


This is the sort of thing he does 
not 
understand. 
When 
nightfall 
comes Mexican armies stop fighting. 
Sometimes they resume the next day 
but more often they rest for several 
days. Such a thing as following up 
an advantage is practically unknown 
to them if it necessitates fighting at 
n i ^ t . 
Fighting against an enemy 
who holds the same views of the 
etiquette of fighting opposing forces 
In Mexico can make a good show- 
ing, but fighting against an enemy 
who keeps up fire night and day and 
who can shoot straight and effec- 
tively is a now experience with the 
Mexican soldier. 
COMPAKISOir 
OF TROOPS. 


On the whole, in tactics, strategy, 
equipment, knowledge or effective- 
ness the Mexican soldier is not com- 
parable to the American soldier— 
a fact, say the experts, that will be 
amply demonstrated the first time 
they clash. The courage of the Mex- 
ican when he Is roused is not ques- 
tioned, but his method of fighting is 
one that cannot stand up against 
trained troops. And when the state- 
ment is repeatedly made that Car- 
ranza and Villa have between them 
150,000 veterans under arms It must 
be remembered that at least 75 per 
cent of them are men who have been 
recruited within the last two years 
and who prior to entering the revo- 
lutionary 
armies knew 
nothing of 
warfare or the use of weapons. 


If war with Mexico must come the 
United States will be fortunate in 
its sooutixkgiorces. There «cethou- 


tional bridge to Juarez, where they 
could be switched onto the tracks of 
either the Mexican Central or the 
Mexican 
Northwestern 
Railroad. 
And El Paso is a Junction point for 
four 
great 
railway 
systems, the 
Southern Pacific, the Rock Island, 
the Santa Pe and the Texas & Pa- 
cific.

If it becomes necessary to invade 
Mexico, the points 
of entry neces- 
sarily 
would 
be determined to a 
large extent by the 
Mexican rail- 
waya 
The views of army officers 
on the subject are also well known. 
The campaign which Gen. Scott is 
believed to have had in mind in 1914 
involved the 
sending 
in from the 
north of armies at Nogales, opposite 
the town of the same name in Ari- 
zona, at Juarez, opposite El Paso, 
Texas, at Pledras Negras, opposite 
Eagle Pass, Tex., 
and 
at Laredo. 
This program, It is believed, would 
be followed now. 


The hardest task of all would fall 
to the army that entered at Nogales, 
for its work would be in a straight 
line down the west coast covering 
many hundreds of miles before it 
would be in a position to make any 
junction with other American land 
forces. It would in fact be practic- 
ally an independent expedition. Such 
an army would, by using first the 
Southern Pacific railroad in Mexico 
and then the Sonora Railway, ad- 
vance on Hermosillo and then the 
port of Ouaymas. 
Proceeding Into 
Sinaloa, such an army would nat- 
urally proceed to Culican and Ma- 
zatlan, which, like Guaymas, are sea 
ports, where the navy or the army 
transports could provide re-enforce- 
ments and Bupplies. With Teplc, in 
the territory of the same name« as a 


base, the west 
coast army could 
move southeast to the beautiful city 
of Guadalajara and then cross Jalis- 
co and Guanajuato to Queretaro, the 
gatev.-ay 
to 
Mexico 
City, which 
would 
doubtless 
be the 
ultimate 
junction point of all of the forces 
that enter 
the country 
from 
the 
north. 
TACTICS 
SDOCiESTED* 


The liardest fighting would doubt- 
less be at Gomez Falacio and Lerdo, 
suburbs of Torreon, which are sur- 
rounded by hills admirably adapted 
for artillery 
on defense. 
Unfor- 
tunately for the Mexicans, they have 
little artillery that is any good and 
they are poor users of what they 
have got. And from the plans below 
American field artillery could very 
quickly 
dispose 
of such batteries. 
Even Villa did that last year with 
home-made 
guns and 
the famous 
"Villa pills," 
as the roughly made 
shrapnel was called. 


American armies entering Mexico 
from Pledras Negras, Coahulla, or 
Laredo, 
Nuevo Leon, 
would meet 
meet with little oppositio/i until the 
former struck the Monolova district, 
the old home of Carranza, and the 
latter the vicinity of Tamplco. 
At 
last reports the railroads in this sec- 
ton of the 
country 
were In good 
shape. 
The objective of forces en- 
tering at 
Pledras 
Negras 
would 
doubtleas be Monterey, the historic 
home of the Trevlnos, and with Mon- 
terey the Important city of Saltlllo 
would have to be taken. 
Assuming 
that army transports under cover of 
warships landed a force at Tamplco, 
such force could easily flght its way 
to Monterey and Saltlllo. making a 
Junction 
w i t h the 
other ^column. 
Pablo Gonzales and Luis Caheliero 
did -this last 7Mu: sfttr ttuor dvoft 


the Federals and irregulars 
under 
Orozco out of Tamplco. 


So with an army at Torreon, an- 
other at Monterey, and Saltlllo and 
Tampico held by American forces, 
the United States troops would be 
facing south on a front 
extending 
about 200 miles. 
This is precisely 
the position In which Carranza and 
Villa found themselves last year aft- 
er months 
of sanguinary 
fighting. 
Then came the 
spilt 
between the 
two which rendered 
ineffective all 
that had gone before. 


To proceed to Mexico 
City from 
Torreon, an American army could 
cross to Monterey and Saltillo, join- 
ing the forces there and proceed due 
south. 
This 
was what 
Carranza 
wanted Villa to do last year. 
But 
Villa elected to go by way of Za- 
catecas and Aguascalientes to San 
Luis Potosi and there form a junc- 
tion with the rest of the army. This 
is doubtless what an American force 
would do. 
This country south of 
Torreon 
is now 
held 
In 
great 
strength by Villa, and the hardest 
fighting American columns from the 
north would have to do would doubt- 
less be in this country around Za- 
catecas and Aguascalientes. 
If the 
American troops fought their way 
through to San Luis Potosi. howev- 
er, they could malee a junction with 
the columns from Tampico. Monte- 
rey and Saltlllo and the entire force 
proceed to Queretaro, where. In timo 
they would be met 
by the forces 
from the west coast.

Cleaning horse, 10 minutes; gathering eggs, 10 minutes; feeding 
chickens, pigs, horses, cows, each 5 minutes: filling lamp, 5 minutes; 
churning, 15 minutes; blacking stove, 10 minutes; working butter, 15 
minutes; making and baking bread, 1 hour; preparing breakfast for 
Jainilj, 30 minutes; preparing school lunch, 15 minutes; preparing 
"~supper\or family, :10 minutes; washing and wiping dishes, 15 min- 


utes; sweeping and dusting, 10 minutes; scrubbing floor, 20 minutes; 
making bed, 5 minutes; washing clothing worn to school, 2 hours; 
practicing music lesson, 15 minutes; home reading, 15 minutes; pre- 
paring Sunday school lesson, 1 hour; bathing, :30 minutes; arriving 
at school with clean hands and face, teeth, nails, and hair combed, 10 
minutes; posting record neatly, 5 minutes; retiring before 9 o'clock, 
5 minutes; sleeping with window boards in bedroom, 5 minutes.

Indiana is to join with Ohio in do- 


ing belated honor to one of the most 
useful Mtman odditieg that ever trod 
the virgin soil of the middle west. His 
name was John Chapman, but he wafj 
best known to the early settlers of In- 
diana nnd Ohio as Johnny Appleseed, a 
friendly sobriquet applied to conform 
•With his novel avocation of planting ap- 
pleseeds along the river* of the 
two 


states. Chapman is credited with hav- 
ing been the father of apple culture in 
the western country, and the traditions 
nnd religious sentiments wovert into the 
story of his life make him one of the 
most interesting figures in history. 


Front the beat available information 


it is believed that Chapman was born 
»t Springfield, Mass., in 177$. The oth- 
er terminal of nis life is marked as 
Tort Wayne, for there to every reason 
to believe that Johnny AppleSeed sleeps 
in an unmarked jtravs ift the old Archer 
ntirying ground at the northwestern bor- 
der" of that city.

Early settlers of the vicinity of Pteu- 


bcnville, 0., hn.ve passed down to future

down tho Ohio river. ». lone passenger 
in two canoes lashed together. The en- 
noes contained sacks that, the people 
on shore thought to he merchandise. Ttie 
mariner was John Chapman, afterward 
nitiknflnied Appleseed John and still Int- 
er Johnny Appleseed. Chapman lauded 
nnd explained that he had come 
to 


plant nurseries. He wns a man Of angu- 
lar physique and oddly dressed. 
He 


remained in Steubenvilln only a little, 
while nnd next was heard from in the 
vicinity of Lagrnnge, now Brilliant, 0. 
He hnd wandered up a. fertile valley and, 
nt a point nine miles from Steubenvillc, 
planted his first orchard. He la.t.er mov- 
ed into Richland county. Ohio, nnd, ap- 
parently, made that, his headquarters for 
the years that followed, if headquarters 
a wanderer such as he would have. 


He Followed the Streams. 


Chapman followed 
the 
stream? 
in 


seeking locations for his nurseries. 
He 


knew that the earliest settlers follow, 
ed the waterways and in several in 
stances was fortunate in finding de- 
serted clearings 
left by frontiersmen 


who had gone still further into the west 
seeking for land of greater 
fertility, 


diapmnn took advantage of the desert-1 
ed clenrings and planned bis apple seeds 
there.. 
After completing a planting he 


built rude fences of brush around the 
spot, then journeyed on to seek anoth- 
er place for a nursery. 


He was heard from as far west as 


Fort Wayne, then a frontier post, and 
he did effective work in this district, 
for he developed what was the basis for 
the future apple orchards of Indiana. 
Chapman enjoyed full freedom in his 
travels, even the Indians having respect 
for tho quaint, barefooted man 
that 


suddenly emerged from the woods or 
from behind rocks along the shore. His 
raiment was his unfailing mark of iden- 
tification. He wore a coffee sack for a 
shirt, and his trousers usually were of 
homespun material that had known long 
use. by others. It was his religion to 
drless simply, and it is snid that he went, 
barefooted except in the severest of 
winter weather. His luggage consisted 
of a cooking kit. chief among which was 
a mush pan that he also used as a pil- 
low and a hat. He is described as hav- 
ing clear blue eyes n.nd a face that, re- 
flected keen intelligence. He was about, 
five feet nine inches in height and with- 
out, an ounce of superfluous flesh, the 
result of much exercise nnd a hardy life 
in the open. His conversation was clean 


. 


to clem- awny heavy growths. 
Ills vin- 


its tii hi* nurseries were looked forward 
in by l.lm pioneers, and he was welcome 
at, every lirrside. 
Few knew his reiil 


name. 
At lirst. Ihe nickname of Apple- 


seed .lohn w:is applied, but, after « time, 
it 
\\-ns reversed to Johnny Appleaeed, 


nnd that was his popular title when he 
died. 


.Johnny Appleseed sold hi* trees (it 


prices that, best suited the purchasers. 
If they could not pay at the time they 
needed the trees he Would tnke their 
notes or accept ns collateral old O.loth- 
ing or anything they might offer. 
His 


price for a tree usually 
was a "tip- 


penny-bit." 
There

.1. receipt given by Chapman to John 
Oliver! who bad bought 150 trees from 
him. The trees were to he taken from 
one of Chapman's nur 
on the Mo- 


hican river! He had several 
nurseries 


on the Mnumee river and other smaller 
streams that traversed Ohio and Indi- 
ana. 
Ill the latter years of his life, he 


cnlled his home a cabin near Pcrrys- 
ville, 0.. but he seldom was there. , 


Distributed Bible Leaves. 


When Chapman visited the cabin of 


n settler he was received with rever- 
ence, for he wns known as a religious 
man. 
It is told of him that he carried 


leaves from the Bible and 
distributed 


them among the different families. His 
was. it, might be gaid. n traveling Bibli- 
cal library, for he would exchange the 
Ic-n.ves of the. Bible as he passed from 
one house, to nnotber. He spent, even- 
ings with the families in reading nnd 
prayer, 
usually 
explaining 
passages 


from the Bible according to the philos- 
ophy of Swedenborg. When bedtime ar- 
rived Chapman would reach for his cook- 
in? kit nnd. with that as a pillow, re- 
cline on the floor in front of the fire. 
He refused to sleep in a. bed, it mat- 
tered not, how insistent, or hospitable, 
the hosts were. 


Johnny Appleseed's life in the open 


•nas one of friendship for every nnirnal 


insect, of the forest. He, would not 


kill even for food. There is n. story that 
be, once, built, n fire to cook his supper 
and the mosquitoes swarmed around it, 
many of them being burned to death. 
Chapman extinguished the. fire and went 


Att4 rofifiAd. 
had a. 


to sleep supperle.ss rnther than cause 
injury even to the despised mosquito. 


'"God forbid that, T should build a fire 


for my comfort which should be the 
means' of destroying any of His crea- 
tures," Chapman is quoted as having 
sn.id when the mosquitoes flocked around 
his fire and met, destruction. 


Protects Dumb Beasts. 


On another occasion Chapman 
was 


bitten by n. rattlesnake, »,nd, having fa- 
tally wounded the reptile, said with sod 
philosophy: "Poor fellow, he. only just 
touched me when 1. in the heat of my 
ungodly passion, put the heel of my 
scythe'in him and went a,way. 
Some 


time nfterwnrd T returned and there lay 
the poor fellow dead." 


It is also told of Johnny that, he once 


built, n five in n. hollow log and in so 
doing smoked out. a bear and her young. 
He immediately smothered the fire nnd 
slept, the. rest, of the night in the snow. 


Cbauinan w«u» known as ft (Treat heal- 


er of animal ills. 
He would buy the. | 


ngc-worn and crippled horses of trav- 
elers nnd settlers, then effect euro* that, 
would restore the animals to usefulness. 
The old nurseryman was a vegetarian, 
living nfl' fruits, nuts and foods that, 
were then to be found in the woods. 
His reputation as x. doctor was based 
largely on his nhility to heal bruises 
with a hot iron, followed by the appli- 
cation of root, remedies. 


Thp last journey o£ Chapman into the 


western wilderness was made in 
the 


middle forties. He bad an orchard on 
the St.. Joseph river, and, apparently, it 
wns not prospering. He came from Ohio 
to doctor the orchard, and while here 
became ill with pneumonia. The farm- 
ers living in (he vicinity of the. orchard 
ministered to him, and he was taken 
to the home of William Worth, a, short 
distance- northwest, of the. present city Of 
Fort. Wayne. 
There, in tho throes of 


a fierce, fever, Johnny Appleseed passed 
to his reward. The'neighbors gathered 
at the Worth home n.nd made a crude 
coffin. They then bore his body In the 
Archer burying ground, and laid the 
v/anderer to rest, bis long journey of 
usefulness ended, 
the simple wooden 


marker rotted nway. and Johnny Apple- 
seed's grave wns lost to future genera- 
tions. 


Burying Ground on Knoll. 


Archer burying ground is on a knoll 


Overlooking the. quiet, St. Joseph riv«7 
Near it runs n traction line, and the 
station closest nt hand is known ns 
Stop 3, three miles northwest of Fort. 
Wayne. Few passengers know that one 
of the real benefactors of the American 
race sleeps in an unmarked grave on 
that little hill. There is a tall 
ever- 


green tree on the crest, of the 
knoll, 


which serves ns the landmark indicat- 
ing the location 
nf 
Archer 
burying 


ground. 
The cemetery contains about 


thirty graves, the plot being about inn 
feet square. The weed-grown hill slopes 
toward the St.. Joseph river, and Is of 
sandy soil. There is n. wire fence around 
the graveyard, nnd the gflt.e, although 
tumbling down, is mnde pic.turosquo by 
n. beautiful lilftc bush that, borders it. 


Jacob Rudlse.ll occupies the farm that 


formerly belonged' to the Archers, and 
which contains the burying ground. Mr. 
Rudisill is now well along toward the 
Hiinset of life, and remembers many of 
the people who knew Johnny Apple- 
seed when he journeyed in northeastern 
Indiana. 
SinaularLv enoiujh, the ceme 


tery In which Johnny sleeps IB so re- 
mote from the frequented paths of inert 
thnt one farmer living within n. hnlf- 
milp of the cemetery did not know «>f 
its existence. M.r. Rudisell does not vis 
it Ihe. place often, because, it is attain 
able from his home only by way ul 
plowed ground. 
The old man tells o 


an experience he and some of his neli'h 
bors bad in the cemetery several years 
ago. 


'"We went, there to dig a grave for r 


neighbor woman," relates Mr. Rud.ise.ll,

knoll.

"The 
Sentinel's recent editorial re- 


ferring to the new primary law's re- 
quirement that candidates be taxed I 
per cent of the annual salary or fee 
fccome, w«s evidently written rather 
In facetious than in serious vein. 


• This was the preliminary remark of 


'«, local man well known in political cir- 
cles to a Sentinel reporter. Tlie upcak- 
er said he approved of the primary elec- 
tion law in most of its features, but 
thought the tax upon candidates unwise 
•nd gave his reasons. He furtlier re- 
marked : 
"Mr. Cleveland. you remember. once 


declared that a public office is a public 
trust 
The epigram won him warm 


praise and added to the people's con- 
fidence in his integrity and fitness to 
hold the office of president. 


"It is an absolute truth. Those who 


geek office are seeking a position of rc- 
uponsibility and public service, as we 1 
as the honors and income. 
Some seek 


nnd find who are unfit, no doubt, but 
the public business must, be carried on 
by individuals who arc (riven place and 
power, in our country, under the vote 
of the majority, in accordance with the 
law. There is no other way, and hence, 
it is fair to say that candidates for 
public office nrc really seeking oppor- 
tunity to perform a necessary ami use- 
tul public service. 


How It Might Work. 


"The so-called Jones primary law- re- 


quires that before a party ticket can 
be filed with the primary election com- 
missioners each man named on the nom- 
inating ticket must be able to show a 
receipt for the payment of I per cent. 
of the first year's salary. If the. pay- 
ment is not made, the man's name can- 
r.ot lawfully be printed on the ticket. 
If the party managers should happen 
to fail to find candidates, they could not 
file a petition to appear on the bal- 
lot, and that particular party would 
not figure fci tho 
regular 
November 


election. 


"It is reported from Indianapolis." 


continued the speaker, "that the demo- 
cratic state committee is considering a 


proposition to have this oiie section of 
tin- law dechircd invalid. 
There 
arc 


more republican counties in the state 
than democratic and the difficulty <>f 
securing democratic candidates in strong 
republican counties is the Kami' as the 
republican county committees encoun- 
ter in strong democratic counties. Men 
will consent to servo as candidates for 
the empty honors when the service in- 
volves no expense—but when such serv- 
ice means a heavy tax. they won't serve. 


By Way of Illustration. 


"For instance: 
It is well known t" 


all in Allen county that the republican 
county committee has bail to draft men 
as candidates for county office, except 
in rare campaign years when the dcmo- 
iTatic vote is split. 
It is not once in 


twenty years that a republican ticket 
is elected in this county, and it is not 
often that any democratic candidate is 
so obnoxious to his party voters that 
they turn against him in sufficient num- 
bers to defeat him. Therefore, the re- 
publican chances to win in this county 
are so few and remote that men are in- 
duced to take the nominations only 
under a sense of party duty and with 
the understanding that they will not 
be subject to assessment for campaign 
expenses and will not be called on to 
give much of their time to the work 
of the campaign, 
ft is easier t«i 
fill 


the ticket in presidential election yejirs. 
but in off years it requires the hardest 
kind of work. 


"The new law, however, as already 


stated forces the candidate, as a con- 
dition of having his name submitted 
in the primary election, to pay I per 
cent, of the official salary or fee in- 
come for one year of the olliee. 
If Mie 


calary of the county ireimurer's olliee 
is $!t,000 a year, each candidate t'or the 
nomination must pay into the enmity 
treasury $9(1 before his name will lie 
printed on the primary ballot. There 
may be several candidates for the nom- 
ination, one or a dozen, and eaeli must 
pay the same. 
In this county where 


the nomination on the democratic side 
has generally been equivalent to elec- 
tion, the democratic candidates for the 
nomination will have a strong motive 
of self-interest to pay this new tax 
upon the hope to draw official salary. 


Kach democratic candidate will pay 


the tax, but the republican candidate 
for the nomination who has hitherto 
accepted the nomination from a sense 
of party service, must now pay the new 
tax upon him without expectation of 
official salary; or a fund must be sub- 
scribed to pay it for him.

Every Trustee in County 


Receives Letter from the 


State Examiner. 


Ml the township trustees in Allen t 


county have received a letter from (fil- 
bert II. Hendren, state examiner of the 
state board of accounts, which is of 
ntcrcst to every one. The state board 
las interpreted the township drainage 
net passed by the 1915 legislature in a 
manner which is clear. This had been 
done following the hundreds 
of in- 


]uiries that have been made of the of- 
:ice. The letter is intended to give uni- 
form meaning of the law throughout 
the state, and is as follows: 


The township drainage act of 1015, 


Acts lill'i, page 320, provides that ev- 
ery public drain (or ditch) in the town- 
ship, except dredge ditches, sho.ll be 
cleaned at least once in each two years 
in conformity with the original speci- 
fications for such drains or ditches. If, 
for any reason, the county surveyor re- 
fuses to do the engineering work neces- 
sary (by setting the grade stakes, etc.) 
in preparing to clean these drains, you 
should obtain the services of some oth- 
i;r competent engineer. 


Act Names Maximum Salaries. 


The lillfi act provides that engineers 


may be paid not to exceed ten dollars 
($10) 
a mile for their services. This is 


the language of the act, and if you can 
not hire an engineer for that price, it 
seems that it. will be necessary for you 
to raise the balance by voluntary con- 
tributions from those who will be bene- 
fited. 
The law contemplates that all 


drains shall be divided into stations of 
one hundred (100) feet each, and that 
the. contracts should be let by the sta- 
tion rather than by the rod. 


We construe the law that township 


trustees are authorized to pay for the 
temporary engineering work out of the 
township fund, but this preliminary ex- 
pense so paid shall be replaced with 
interest when the trustee shall have 
made and collected assessments (which 
assessments shall include the amount 
paid the engineer for such preliminary 
work) provided in said 1(H5 act. for 
cleaning a drain, you should follow the 
provisions of the 1015 act as to tho 
assessments and notice to bidders. Tho 
township trustee is paid for his sen- 
ices out of tho township fund. lie act: 
as township trustee and is paid his reg- 
ular per diem. No provision is made 
authorizing the trustee to hire an as 
sistant to make assessments. All drains 
in the township "except dredge ditches,' 
shall be under the exclusive charge am' 
supervision of tho township tnistee. 


Records Must Be Kept. 


Section 12 of tho. new diteh law, Aet 


l!)li), page 320, requires you to refon 
assessments for biennial 
clearing 
o 


ditches and drains "in a book to be 
kept for that purpose and kmown as r 
township drainage record." 
Forms fo 


such a drainage roeord. notice, eontrae- 
etc.. have been prepared by this depart 
ment and sar.iplos will bo sent to a 
township trustees desiring same, upo 
reqijost. 


All township records should be pur 


chased out. of. the township fund. 


Many townships have a small nuuibe 


of public ditches and I have been in 
formed by several township trustee 
that it. would be an easy matter 
to 


have an engineer set the grade_ stakes 
according to tho original specifications 
and pay tho engineer's charges for such 
preliminary work by donations 
from 


those benefited and then each farmer 


would clean out his own allotment, or 
hire the same done, and thus achieve 
exactly the same result at about half 
the expense that would he nece-ssary by 
a strict, compliance with the acts of 
IHIS. 
The law seems to contemplate 


that all ditchers shall be cleaned by con- 
tract. However, this department is con- 
cerned with accounting only, and if 
trustees shall make 
satisfactory 
ar- 


rangements with the several owners in- 
terested to clean their own drains with- 
out letting tho same by contract, such 
action will meet with no objection from 
this department. 


Law Is Ambiguous. 


The now drainage law is ambiguous 
nd uncertain in many ways, and trus 
een are writing this department from 
11 parts of the state to know how to 
roceed. For that reason I am mailing 
ou these general suggestions. 
The 


ourts will, in due time, no doubt, con- 
true the several parts of this law. When 
hat is done the trustee should follow 
uch rulings. 


There is an exception to the above 


tatement, that the trustee has charge 
f all public drains in the township, as 
illows: Section 35, of the county drain- 
ge law, Acts Ifllfl, page 417, makes 
rovision for changing any drain now 
n charge of the trustee into a county 
rain, by filing a petition 
with 
the 


oard of commissioners, as provided for 


that act.
